The Third Day of His Trial 
at Waukegan. 


Close of the Testimony on Both 
Sides of the Case. 


The Court Adheres to Its Rul- 
ings as to Evidence. 


The Defense Not Permitted to Show 
that Mr. Gage’s Loss Was 
Unavoidable, 


Frank Wentworth Tells How He 
Managed the Interest 
on Deposits. 


Mr. Gage Denies that False Entries 
Were Made in His Books, 


Or that He Told Anybody His 
Accounts Were All 
Right. 


Arguments of Mr. Reed for the People 
and Messrs. Sweit and Dexter 
for the Defense. 


MORNING SESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

WavukrGan, Dec. 2.—Upon the opening of the 
Criminal Court this morning the trial of David 
A. Gage, ex-City Treasurer of Chicago, under 
an indictment for failing to pay over 8608,000 to 
his successor, was resumed. The rulings of the 
Court Tuesday, shutting out nearly everything 
offered by the defense on the ground of incom- 
petency, has had the effect of strengthening the 
belief that conviction is certain. His attorneys, 
however, are confident, and Mr. Gage himself 
seems hopeful. Hes allowed to go where he 
pleases during the recess, and speaks pleasant- 
ly to every one, and has created a very favorable 
impression. The attendance was about the same 
as on the two previous days, there still being 
ample room for many people, the interest in the 
case neither increasing nor diminishing. The 
moroing trains from Chicago brought up & num- 
ber of prominent geutlemen, who came to 
testify as to Mr. Gage’s good character ; and 
they watched the proceediiugs closely. 

GEORGE TAYLOR 
was recalled on behalf of the defendant, and testified 
as follows: 

Direct examination. By Mr. Campdell: Q.—Will 
you atate whether or not you were the predeeessor of 
Mr. Burley, who bas been upon the stand, in ie office 
of City Comptroller? A.—I was, 

Q.—When did your term of oifice commence? A.— 
Jan. 1, 1870, 

Q.—Was that about the same time that Mr, Gage en- 
tered upon his oflice as City Treasurer? oe, 
sir. 

Q.—How long did you remain in? 
until March 1, 1872. 

Q.—Will you state whether during that time there 
was any place provided by the City of Chicagofor the 
SAFE-KFEEPING OF THE MONEYS 

of the city? A.— i here was dune. 

Q.—Do you know what sort of a safe there was in 
the office of the City Treasurer? A.—Yes, sir. At 
what time do you mean ? 

Q.—During the time you were Comptroller. A,— 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—Will you state whether or not that safe was re- 
garded by the ofticers of the Treasury Department as a 
safe place to keep money ? 

Objected to; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—What kind of a safe was it? A.—it was nota 
suitable safe for iarge amounts of money. 

Objected to on ground of incompetency; objection 
sustained ; exception taken, 

A SERIES OF OBJECTIONS, 

Q.—Will you state whether or not, whenever any 
large sum of money had to be deposited in that safe, 
by any stress of circumstances, there was always @ 
special guard stationed in the room every night? 

Ohbjected to; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—Have you the bonds described in the agreement 
which was spoken of last evening—the Londs of the 
suspended banks? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Let me see the bond of the Second National— 
the banks becoming depositories gave bonds? 

Objected to as incompetent, 

Mr, CampLell—I offered last night to prove the value 
ef ail the securicies except these, 

Objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—Mr. Taylor, do you know the handwriting of the 
parties who purport to have signed that bond? [Bond 
of the Second National Bank.} A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Is the first signature the handwriting of J. Alder 
Euis ? 

Objected to. 

Q.—Also are those the eignatures of Edward I. Tink- 
harn, and Albert Crosby, and 8.J. Walker? A,—I 
should say they were, 

Objected to, 

Mr, Campbell offered the bond, that of the Second 
Nationa! Bank, in evidence, 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken. 

Q.—Are you acquainted with the financial circum- 
stances of the parties whose names are signed to the 
bonds which I have shown you? A,—Weill, I know 
something about some of them, 

Q.—Siate to the jury what Mr. Walker is worth. 

Ubjected to; objection sustained; exception by de- 
fenre. 

Q.—State what each of the parties whose signatures 
are to that bond is worth, 

Objected to. 

Mr. Campbell offered to prove that each one of the 
gentlemen whose name is signed to the bond is worth 
more than the entire bond, 

Objection sustained ; exception taken. 

The same offer was made concerning the bond of 
the Manufacturers’ Bank, Bank of Chicago, and Bad- 
ger’s Bank. 

Objected to; objection eustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—State whether you have any knowledge on the 
subject of the bonds given by other banks, and those 
you have produced? A,—I have some knowledge, 

Q?’—Will you state to the jury which of the other 
banks which have been named, if any, gave bonds 
similar to those which have been produced ? 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken, 

Q.—Were you present in January, 1870, at the time 
the Finance Committee, and Mr. Gage, and Mr. Tuley 
were present, with regard tothe loaning of the city 
funds,—one or more such meetings? A.—I was pres- 
ent at that meeting. 

Mr. Campbell desired to ask the witness similar 
questions to those asked by Mr, Tuley with reference 
to the meetings, the action taken, etc. 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken. 

Q.—Were you living m the City of Chicago In Sep- 
tember, October, and November, 1873? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you hear of what was called the pauic? 

Objected to, 

Q.—Did you know what was transpiring in the com- 
mercial community of Chicago, and of the United 
Siaies at large during those months? A,—Yes, sir. 

WAS THERE A PANIC? 

Q.—Now, I will ask you if there was a panic—a 
finencial panic—throughout the United States from 
the middle of September over a period of some three or 
four months. 

Objeeted to as incompetent, 

Mr. Swett—If the Court please, we desire simply to 
bring this point before the Court and get a ruling on 
it. The statute under which the defendant stands ia- 
dicted provides that if, through any accident, there 
shall be any loss of the funds in bis hands, he shall be 
excused for not paying them over. 

Mr. Reed—It ise only #0 when the smount is $100. 

Mr. Swett—That would be in keeping with the other 
attitude assumed by the prosecution. 

Mr. Reed—Let us see what the statute says. 

' The Court—Let Mr, Swett get through. One at a 
time. 

Mr. Swett—The law, as I understand, requires an 
ofticer to pay over ; if there was no proviso there at 
all, and the statute was mandatory, that he should pay 
ever or be convicted. But, if the money was lost, as, 
for instance, in the Chicago fire. he could not be con- 
victed without any proviso whatever, upon the prin- 
ciple, in the criminal code, that all crimes consist of 
an act and require an intention. AsI said yesterday, 
the intention with reference to a mandatory statute, 
to-day or not, to do a particular thing, is caused by in- 
tent outside of that; there must be an intention to 
violate a particular act. 

Mr. Reed—I see I am mistaken in my construction 
of the statute as tothe amount, Your Honor. 

Mr, Swett—Now I say there must be

put this money out of his hands, and therefore have 
violated some act ; but we offer to prove that he could 
not put this money in the city safe, and he had to put 
it somewhere, Now we want to ask Mr. Taylorif the 
banks were reasonably a safe place of deposit, whether 
there was not a panic, and whether the panic did not 
seal them all up hermetically. Does not this bring it 
into the question of accident or loss ? 

The Court—I am inclined to think not, Mr. Swett.

HOW MANY BANKS CLOSED, 

Q.—Will you state how many of the banks named in 
that list closed their doors during the panic. 

Objected to; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—State whether or not any of the banks where 
were taken by Mr. O’Hara closed their doors dunng 
this panic, and, if s0, how many. 

Objected to ; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—State whether or not it was possibie during the 
6xistance of that panic if even men of very large 
means could obtain any large amount of currency. 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken. 

Q.—State whether or not it was not a fact within 
your knowledge that some of the wealthiest men in 
the City of Chicago were, during that panic, unable to 
procure currency enough to buy a decent breakfast. 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken. 

Q.—State whether or not, during the existence of 
that panic, banks in Chicago, irrespective of thone 
which actually closed their doors, houored the drafts 
of their depositors as in ordinary times. 

Objected to; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Cross-examination waived. 

JOHN H. M’AVOY 
was called on behalf of the defense, and testified as fol- 
lows: 

Inrect examination, By Mr. Swett: Q.—Where do 
you reside? A,—Chicago. 

Q.—How long have you re@ided there? A.—Since 
1864, I came to Chicago in October, 1864.

A.—The first year I was in the Council, 1869, I was a 
member of the Finance Committee, 

Q.—Were you a member of that Committee when 
David A, Gage was inducted into office? A.—I was. 

A LETTER TO THE COMMON COUNCIL, 

Q.—Do you remember of a ictter written by Mr. 
Gage to the Common Council shortly after the com- 
meacement of his term of office, asking them to direct 
where he should place the city funds ? 

Objected to ; objection sustained ; exception taken, 

Q.—Do you remember a letter written by Mr. Gage 
to the Common Council shortly after the commences- 
ment of his term of office, in relation to the city funda, 
and where he should place those funds at iaterest, 
and asking instructions upon that subject ? 

Objected to, 

Mr. Smith—That is worse than the other. 

Mr. Swett—I will take a ruling on the question of 
form. 

The Court—It certainly involves the contents of the 
letter, and in that aspect of the case it may be ques- 
tionable. Still, I do not see really what harm may 
come from his answering the question. Itis merely 
preliminary, Let it be answerod. 

Mr. Swett: Q.—Do you remember such a letter? 
A.—There was a letter of that kind sent in to the 
Council and referred to my committee—the Finance 
Committee. 

Q.—About what time was that letter and that sub- 
ject referred to the Finance Committtee? A,—I 
think it was at the firet meeting of the Council in 
1869, at the same time that Mr. Gage’s bond was pre- 
sented. They were both referred together, 1 think— 
the letter and the boud. 

Q.—What did you do in reference to the bond of 
Mr. Gage? 

Objected to; question withdrawn.

Q.—What arrangemceut, if any, did tae Finance Com- 
mittee, the Mayor, Corporation Counsel, and Comp- 
troller make with Mr. Gage, the Treasurer, in rete.- 
ence to bis taking charge of the city funds and depus- 
iting them where he pleased, and the cily simply re- 
taining his liability upon his bond? 

Objected to; objection sustained; exception taken. 

Q.--Did the Finance Committee make any 4rranye- 
ment with Mr. Gage by which he was authorired to ex- 
ercise his discretion where he placed the public funds 
in lieu of a specific direction giver Lim by the Coun- 
cil ? 

Objected to ; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Q.—i{f any such arrangement as alluded to in the 
previous question was made, please explain fuly what 
the arrangement was. 

Obdjected to, 

Mr. Swett—lI desire to prove by this witness that he 
was a member of the Finance Committee in 1869: that 
Mr. Gage, the Treasurer, the Mayor, the Comptroller, 
and the Finance Committee met together upon a ref- 
erence of a letter of Mr, Gage asking instruction from 
the Common Council what to do wth and where to 
place the funds of the city; that an arrangement was 
there made verbally between the Finance Committee 
and myself, with the sanction of the Mayor, the 
Comptroller, and the Corporation Qounsel, aud under 
the advice of the Corporation Counsel, to the effect 
that Mr. Gage should dispose of the funds as he 
thought proper, and that the city would deciine to give 
him ime(tructions where to piace it, but authorized him 
to use his discretion, and, in consideration of that, 
Mr. Gage was to be paid ¢10,000 4 year, and was to ac- 
count to the city for 4 per cent interest upon the de- 
posits, 

The objection was sustained ; exception by counsel 
for the defendant.

Q.— Were there any facts which induced you not to 
make a report to the Common Council, and if so, 
what were they? Objected to; question withdrawn, 

The cross-examination was waived. 

THOMAS WILCE 
was called on behalf of the defeudant, and testified as 
follows, 

Direct examination, By Mr. Swett: Q.—Where do 
you reside? A.—Chicago, 

Q.—How long have you resided there? A.—Twen- 
ty-six years, 

Q.—What is your occupation? A.—I am in the 
planing-mill business at present. 

Q.—Have you ever been a member of the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago? A.—Yea, sir, 

Q.—When? A.—From December, 1869, to Decem- 
ber, 1871. 

Q.—Who was the Treasurer during that time? A.— 
David A. Gege, 

Q.—Were you a member of any committee of the 
Common Council, and if 80, what committee? A,— 
Finance Committee. 

Q.—How long were you a member of that Commit- 
tee? A.—Two years, 

Q.—During what time? A.—From December, 1869, 
to December, 1871. 

Q.+Then you were ® member of that Committee 
when Mr. Gage commenced his term of office, were 
you not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Do you remember a meeting of the Finance 
Committee, the Mayor, Comptroiler, Corporation 
Counsel, and Mr. Gage, the Treasurer, in relation to 
the loaning of the city funds? A.—Yen, sir. 

Q.—Were you present at that meeting? A.—Yes, sir. 

It was stipulated that the questions asked of the 
previous witnesses, Taylor, Tuley, and McAvoy be 
considered as propounded to the present witness, and 
the same rulings and exceptions had in reforence 
thereto. 


JOHN N, JEWETT 
a witness called on bebalf of the defendant, was duly 
sworn, and testified as follows :

Q.—What was the amount of each bond ? 

Ovjected to; objection sustained ; exception taken. 

Y.—State, if you know, whether the 3.50 bonds 
named inthe assignment which I have shown you 
came into the possession of Mr. David A, Gage ? 

Objected to; objection sustained ; exception taken, 

THE SETTLEMENT WITH THE RIVERSIDE COMPANY. 

(Q.—Were you present at an interview between Mr.

GAGE’S POSITION IN BUSINESS CIRCLES, 

Q.—I would like to have you, Mr. Jewett, state to 
the jury how extensive your acquaintance has been 
with the position of Mr, Gage in business circles in 
Chicago,—whether you have known him and of him ? 
A.—I have known of him ever since I lived in Chica- 
go. I knew him before I came to Chicago; and I have 
known him to be extensively engaged in what we de~- 
nominate hotel-keeping, and in keeping one of the 
principal hotels in the city, 

Q.—Now, 1 willask you to state what the defendant's 
reputation has been and isinthe city of Chicago for 
& man and a citizen of integrity, honesty, and fair 
dealing among men? A.—It is good, and always bas 
been since I have known him, 8o far as I know. 

(J.—State whether you have bad pretty good facili- 
ties for knowing on that subject? A.—I have known 
@ great many men in Chicago who have known David 
A. Gage since I have lived there, and I know of no one 
of them who has ever spoken against bim inthe way 
you epeak of, The city is full of his acquaintances—— 

This testimony was objected to, 

The Court—1l think the prvof of reputation should be 
conducted in the usual way. 

Mr. Dexter—I was merely showing the witness’ ex- 
tent of knowledge on that subject. 

The Court—Preliminary to his testimony he says he 
knows Mr. Gage’s general reputation, and ne can say 
whether it is good or bad, I do not think it is safe for 
anybody to embark in details for reasons laid down in 
the text-books; a man is always presumed to meet the 
one and not necessarily the other, 

Mr, Dexter—That is a question of chances, whether 
or not we will take them, 

The Court— Well, I think the best way is to observe 
the rule; itis fair to everybody, apd the safe way is 
the best one, 

Cross-examination was waived,

or not, 

The Court—I do not think that is the rule, Mr. 
Dexter. 

Mr. Swett—We have aright to prove how well Mr. 
Fairbank knows Mr. Gage, end how universally Mr. 
Gage is known in the community; it is simply the 
beeis of acquaintance which is the gist of the inquiry; 
that is all. 

Tie Court—That is not the gist of the inquiry. I 
think, Brother Swett, itis not the personal acquaint- 
ance with # party; it is his acquaintance, and know!l- 
edge of the geveral reputation be bears among his 
ne)glibors, 

Mr. Swett--As prelimimary : The objective point is, 
Is his reputation in regard to honesty and fair dealing 
good or bad? I understand one man’s opinion may 
be a great deal better than anvother’s; not that he can 
judge any better, but if, for instance, I have known 
my brother Dexter or Smith, mingled where they 
mingled, go through the community; everybody 
knows them, and i bear everybody talking about 
them; their pame is on the lips of 50,000 peo- 
ple instead of twenty ; in that case you go deeper into 
the reputation ; you can judge of it better; you hear 
more extensive criticism ; for reputation is not knowl- 
edge, it is simply other peopie’s opinions. 

The Court—It i# Knowledge of other people’s 
opinions, 

Mr. Swett—Now, if a man has simply heard five 
people speak, itisa very smal! experience, but if he 
has heard 20,000 peopie, and mingled so he has cer- 
tainly struck the general average, and it is knowledge 
reflected from that which constitutes character. I wiil 
ask you another question, 

Q.—How iong have you known Mr, Gage, did you 
say? A.—Nineteen years. 

Q.—How extensiveiy is Mr. Gage known by the gen- 
eral community in Chicago with whom you also are 
acquainted? A,—I should say almost universally. I

OPENING FOR THE PROSECUTION, 


Mr. Reed ovened for the prosecution. He was de- 


lighted that the case was nearly closed, and had. no 


doubts the jury were too, The trial had been a tedious, 
wearing, and weary trial. After apologizing for Mr. 
Smith’s “fiery temper,” he said he was honest, and he 
could leave the case in his Lancs. He (Smith), by the 
arrangement between thcia, was to make the closing 
argument, The quescdiou for them to decide was very 
simple, and they must be guided by no otber rule in 
making up their verdict than the law and evidence,— 
not by sympathy, not by merciful consideration, not 
by charity. He then referred to 
THE QUESTION OF CHARACTER, 

saying that fifteen or twenty gentiemen had teatified 
to the defendant’s good reputation. He hed no donbt 
it was true up to the time of the defalcation ; and it 
must have been good, or he never would have been 
elected to the office of City Treasurer, The testimony 
as tocharacter should be considered aud weighed, 
He cared not how spotless his reputation was; if 
the law and the evidence said he was a criminal, his 
rood character could not and did not shieid him. 

hey had noticed in the progress of the trial that the 
Court said it was necessary for the prosecution to 
make out its case to prove two things: First, that the 
defendant had certain moneys; and, second, that he 
failed to pay them over upun demand. The defense 
had attempted by every wituess to introduce a line of 
defense ; but the Court had excluded it because it was 
not a jawful defense, leaving the simple question, Had 
the prosecution proved its side of the case? He next 
referred to 

THE LAW UNDER WHICH GAGE WAS INDICTED, 
contending that it was just as much a law now asa it 
was in 1533 when it was enacted, having been re-enact- 
ed several times since. The jury were to decide: First, 
was Gage City Treasurer? Second, did he receive 
moneys belonging to the City of Chicago? Third, did 
be failito pay them over when demand was made ? 
This was all that was before them from which to de- 
termine the question of the defendant’s guilt or inno 
cence. The prosecution had proved that Gage was 
City Treasurer up to the 16th of December, 1873 ; that 
he received sums of money as City Treasurer, and that 
he surrendered his office to his successor, 
and did uot pay over $507,703.5%. The mat 
ter of demand was referred to at 
some length, and Mr. O Hara’s testimony 
wae discussed, the State’s Attorney claiming that the 
demand of the 26th of December was a iawful one, 
and that it did not make any difference, under the 
law, whether it was proved that be was a defauiter to 
the exact amount; but, if he was a defauilter to any 
extent, he should be convicted. The evidence as io 
his being a defaulter was considered to be ample and 
conclusive. Mr. Burley had testified that Gage toid 
him he was about $250,000 short: Mr. Bond, that 
Gage said he was $125,000 behind—that he had al! but 
that. If this were true, the panic could not Bave 
hurt him, Subsequently, he told Mr. Bond he was 
$300,000 behind, and Mr. Sherwood tat be had the 
mouey in the banks, giving 
80 INTIMATION THAT HE WAS SHORT. 

Mr. Gage had denied that, and it was for the jury to 
say which of the two men had told the truth, Had 
Mr. Sherwood any object in congneitting pemury? It 
was unreasonable, in view of his kind ! 
defendant, to suppose he would lie abont the matter. 
If Mr. Gage had the money in the banks at that time, 
what became of it? The fact wae, he did not have it 
there. Why did he not tell where the money was, if he 
head loaned it? That was the only course for an honest 
man to pursue. The subject of 

BALANCES IN THE SUSPENDFD BANKS 
was also adverted to, and the amendment to the city 
charter anthorizing the designation of banks by the 
Common Co Lwas quoted. The law authorized the 
putting of the money in banks only which were named 
by the Council, The reason wiy Gage had not told 
about the whereabouts of the funds was because he 
had vested it in Riverside bouds and private specu- 
lations, If the evidence before the Grand Jury—the 
foreman of which was oue of the gentleman who testi- 
fied to Gage’s good character—had been that the 
mouey was in banks, and thatthey had all closed up, 
he never would have been indicted, 
AN OBJECTION, 
Mr. Dexter objected to such statements, 
The Court remarked that counsel must not travel 
outside the record, 
Mr, Reed went on to say that the jury were to con- 
sider whether men intrusted with public funds might 
squander them instead of turning them over to their 
successors, and, in conclusion, though not desirous of 
saying anything upon the question, reminded the jury 
that, if their verdict was “ guilty,” they were to fix the 
term of imprisonment, which was to be not less than 
ene year, nor more than ten years, in the Peniten- 
tiary. He could not anticipate what the defense would 
say in view of the decisions of the courts; but there 
had never been a cace yet, where a wealthy man was 
brought into a court of justice, but quibbles, and 
schemes, and technicalities were resorted to to shield 
him from the conseqvences of his acts. 
ARGUMENT OF MR, SWETT, 
Mr. Swett next addressed the jury on behalf of the 
detense. He said he did not propose to discuss at 
any considerable extent the facts, but to finish some 
points which he had referred to in his opening. The 
case was one of great gravity, and deserved to be 
considered carefully and thoughtfully by the jury. 
The question of the conduct of officers having control 
of public funds was one which should be investigated ; 
but at the same time it was aiso trne that no man who 
bad sustained a good and respectable character in the 
community ought to be sent to the Penitentiary un- 
less be had been gnilty of something worthy of pun- 
ishment. A large portion of the facts in the case had 
not been presented. Perhaps it was lawful, if a 
good citizen bad failed to do an act of which 
when all the circumstances were known he would be 
acquitted, but which, when a moiety or a tenth part 
was known, he would be convicted; but he insisted 
there was nothing before the jury which would not 
justify them in the application of the law and the 
facts in not rendering a verdict of “ not guilty”; that 
nothing was before them to make them, as honest 
men, understand that it would be 
A HORRIBLE OUTRAGE 
to send the defendant tothe Penitentiary. It had been 
proved that prior to 1869 the City Treasury of Chicago 
contained many millions of dollars which had been 
loaned out at interest, none of which, however, went 
into the coffers of the corporation. Would it be said that 
public funds ought to be kept sacred? That was true; 
but, if the city deliberately embarked into the plan of 
loaning jis funds for interest, it was a little hard, after 
they got the interest,to send the Treasurer to the 
Penitentiary for loaning the money. That might be a 
good thing for the, city, but it was pretty rough on 
Gage, He claimedthat the defense, under the circum- 
siauces,—the people of Chicego having elected Gage 
on account of his pledge that he would pay the inter- 
est into the Treasury,—had the right to show all about 
the loaning of the money,—ell the circumstances at- 
tending it, the Council having authorized him to do it, 
designating no banks or places where it should be in- 
vested, but Jeavingit entirely to his discretion. He 
Swett) had nothing to ssy about the rul pgs 
of the Court excluding the testimony, but thought it 
came with bad grace on the part of the prosecution 
to ask that a man be sent to the Penitentiary, though 
the city had $130,000 of the interest ; and to object to 
allowing it to be shown what had been done with the 
principal, He characterized the mode of conducting 
the prosecution as barbarous, saying that the lugging 
in of the old act of 1833, which, according to his 
view, did not cover the condition of things, when 
there was a law which did cover the facts, upon 
which to find an indictment, was a wriggling opers- 
tion, preventing the whole truth from coming. The 
City of Chicago provided no place to keep its money ; 
it was in evidence that there was no depos- 
itory m which the Treasurer could keep the 
funds. He had to do something with 
it. It had been geaid by the State's 
Attorney that if he bad “ put it in banks ” he would 
not have been indicted. Why bad he been indicted for 
putting itin banks? 
THE LAW POINTS 
which he believed applicable to the case were then dis- 
cussed, the jury being told by Mr. Swett that he did 
not urge any wild use of the power given them; they 
were the judges between Gage and God. He next ad- 
verted to the question of demand and refusal, arguing 
to show that if more had been demanded than was due 
(which he claimea had heen established), the demand 
was unlawful. His point was that, wherever a right 
depended on a demand or refusal, the demand must 
be for exactly the sum in dispute; if it was 
for 1 cent more or 1 cent less, it was not 
&# demand, The demand made of Gage was 
for more than “the funds established by law,’ and 
therefore was void. In an elaborate argument, made 
with the view of showing that the act of 1833 was re- 
pealed by two subsequent sections of the City Charter, 
he asserted that Mr. Gage was not responsible until 
after the expiration of the ten days after demand 
given him by the iaw in which to turn over; the de- 
mand was made on the 5th of January, and he was 
indicted on the 8th. He also contended that the 
prosecution had no legitimate right todraw an argu- 
ment from what Mr. Gage said about where the funds 
were, when they refused to allow him to teil where 
they were. It was very hard to be muzzled so as not 
to get in all the facts. If the jurymen had 
any sepse of justice, any love for their families 
and their children, they would not be led blindly into 
sending 2 man of the highest integrity to the Peniten- 
tiary because the prosecation said, ** I will not let you 
prove your case because there is no law for it.” The 
refueal to let the truth in, and the asking of the jury 
to break down a man when it was concealed, was in- 
famous, The prosecution, in excluding the facts as to 
the agreement with Mr. Gage as to the loaning of the 
money, had acted with 
BLOODTHIRSTINESS AND ATROCITY. 

Unavoidable loses was & good excuse in iaw for not 
paying over; but the gentiemen—lovers of justice, 
one representing the “‘ dear people,” avd one at a sala- 
ry—so much a day—-wonid not permit the defense to 
show that the loss was unavoidable, The 
defendant was entitled to the benefit 
of all doubts, A proposition which he was 
willing to live and die by was thal, whenever a man 
Was prosecuted and the prosecutor had it in his power 
to produce the whole truth, but, by a rule of law, sup- 
pressed one-half of the truth, the jury was justified in 
saying, “I will not act on one-half of the truth.” In 
conclusion, Mr. Swett made an earnest appeal for lis 
client, whose misfortune was attmbutable to the panic, 
asking the jury to administer the law as they hoped it 
would be administered to them,

IMPORTANT RUMORS. 
ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO BRIBE THE JURY.

STATE LEGISLATURES. 


VIRGINIA, 
OOV. KEMPER'S ANNUAL MESSAGE—STATE FINANCES 
-THE POLITICAL ASPECT. 

Hircumonp, Va., Dec. 2.—The General Assem- 
bly met to-day, Gov. Kemper submitted his 
eauual message. He favors recapitalization of 
the State debt in uniform obligations, payable in 
thirty years, bearing an annual interest of 4 per 
per cent, sterling. A plan for providing a State 
currency is proposed, which the Governor be- 
lieves would relieve one of the most grievous 
wants of the people. He renews the recom- 
mendations of his first message on immigra- 
tion, and says the State should be its own 
agencv in the matter, thereby freely giving 
to actual and prospective immigrants informa- 
tion in an authenticated form, insuring them 
against all impositions, etc. He recommends 
stringent and effectual legisiataon to prevent 
gross inequalities in charges on some of the 
railroads, especially at points where competition 
does not insure proper charges. He favors the 
completion of the central water line by the com- 
mon Government, and urges the withholding of 
no possible aid or encouragement which might 
contribute to the consummation of that great 
work. 

The Governor makes numerous other recom- 
mendations looking to economy and improve- 
ment in the State Government. 

lhe following extracts give an idea of the 
Governor's views 1p regard to the political situa- 
tion : 

‘** Recent events create the hope that the Gov- 
ernment of the Union isto be brought back to 
the Constitution, ite ancient landmarks and tra- 
ditions recovered and respected, and fraterna! 
relations revived throughout the whole coun- 
try. They cheer the oppressed and despond- 
ent Southern people with the promise 
that the burdens which have so long borne them 
down are to be lifted off. The mos: auspicious 
day for the honor and well-being of the whole 
country will be that on which the *great export- 
producing States are restored to peace and pro- 
ductive energy by bemg restored to their consii- 
tutional mghts and relations. We may 
rest assured of success as BOOL 
as the repeal or judimal amendment 
of all the enforcement laws shali peacefully re- 
lieve us from the harassment and apprehension 
of military and other coercion from without, 
and from the intermeddling of mere political ad- 
venturers within. Henceforth let it be under- 
stood of all that the political equality of the 
races is settled, and thatthe social equality of 
the races is a settled impossibility.”

OHIO, 
YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

CoL_umsus, O., Dec. 2.—In the Senato this 
morning bills were introduced to repeal Sec. 7 
of the Adair Liquor law, and to require one notice 
to be given to liquor-sellers, owners, or lesseos 
of property before suits for damages can be 
commenced ; to authorize Judges to direct juries 
to bring in special verdicts, showing the facta in 
acase; to authorize the appointment of a State 
Health Inspector, at a salary of $1,200. A reso- 
lution $0 adjourn from next Friday to Jan. 5 was 
referred to the Finance Committee. A resolu 
tion proposing to submit an amendment to the 
Constitution as to the question of laying s»vecial 
tax on dogs was laid on thetable. In the House 
bills were introduced to authorize County Com- 
missioners, on petition, toclean out creeks or 
water-courses; to repeal the Adair Licuor law 
aud make it an offense punishable by fine or 
imprisonment to sell liquor to habitual drunkards 
or minors, and also to punish persons for be- 
coming intoxicated; to make it the duty of 
Assessors to make note of growing crops aud 
stock-feeding for market this year. 

In the House, this afternoon, bills were intro- 
duced making the tearing down of signs subject 
to prosecution; to provide for the taxation of 
church property; to amend the Burglary act so 
as to include granaries, poultry-houses, or any 
building where property is stored; to allow 
townships to draw on Township Trastees with- 
out having their orders countersigned by the 
President of the Board of Education. 

lu the Senate the House bill was passed to so 
amend the code as to provide that, on the re- 
tuin of a venue facias, if it shall apvear that 
apy person named therein is disqualified, then 
an alias facias may open to supply the piace ; to 
take from County Commisstoners and Town 
Trustees the power to issue permits to allow 
stock to run at large, and to provide that stock 
taken up shall be restored to the owners on 
payment of reasonable compensation for keep- 
ing. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. ° 


THE EASTERN DOCKMEN'S STRIKE. 

New York, Dec. 2.—Nearly all the ship-owners 
who have been waiting for ® settlement of the 
‘longshoremen’s difficulties have begun the 
work of loading and unloading in Brooklyn, 
Hoboken, and Jersey City, as well as in New 
York, employing non-society men in every in- 
stance. Some ofthe heaviest firms announce 
their intention of never again employing 
upion men, All speak well of the class of 
labor offering. Sxilied ‘longshoremen are 
being attracted from abroad, and iarge 
numbers of men from the coal-miving re- 
gions are also applying for work, which is 
readily furnished them. Occasional slight 
skirmishes occur between the strikeis and the 
pew laborers, but there have been no serious 
disturbances. The steamship and sailing-vessel 
owners are confident that’their troubles are over. 

The convention of ‘longshoremen last nicht 
formally rescinded the order for a general strike, 
and union men were authorized to work for any- 
body who will pay them the old rate, except ihe 
stevedore firm of Walsh Bros., with whom the 
difiiculty leading to the strike originated. 

The strike of the ‘longshoremen has termi- 
nated in Jersey City. The strikers bave ac- 
cepted the offer of the Cunard Lime to pay $3 
per day, and 45 cents per hour for overwork, 
but the men must enroll themselves as non- 
society men. Nearly alb the strikers from this 
dock have accepted the offer. 

The ‘longshoremen of Hoboken persist in their 
strike. They hang around the steamer docks, 
and have assaulied and beaten several new 
men working there. Orders have been issued to 
the police to keep the streets clear, but the 
strikers paid no attention to them, so at 10 to- 
night the police force went to the docks of the 
Hamburg and Bremen steamers and arrested 
ng strikers, who were locked up for the 
night. 


STRIKE ENDED.

The letter is to be pub- 
lished in the Milwaukee Seniinel to-morrow, and 
is as follows: 


Wasninetos, D, C,, Noy. 23, 1874. 

My Dear Sir: | ought perhapS to have acknow!l- 
edged your kind favor of the 27th ult, beiore this time, 
But at that date and up to election J was busy with my 
preparations for this place, where I arrived on Wednes- 
day evening last, 

Let me (hank you nowfor your offer to serve me in 
reference tothe Senatorial question now pending ia 
Wisconsin, 

But at the eeme time I must assure you there is but 
one way in which youcan serve me im that matter, 
The only interest I have in the matter is to have him 
elected who will do most to maintain Republican 
supremacy in the State. Do you know who that man 
is? My own judgment is not so clearas I wish it was, 

But since you profess some confidence in my ** judg- 
ment upon political matters,” and the election is over, 
{ will tell you candidly what I think of the problem. 

I assume, from all I hear, that the choice of the 
Legislature will fall on Mr. Carpenter or Mr. Wash- 
burn, Both are deservedly distinguished ; the latter 
for the solidity of his counsels; the former for the 
brilliancy of hisadvocacy, If both were private citi- 
zens, Offermmg for the Senate, now, for the first time 
the choice of the party would probably be determined 
by its judgment as to whether it needed most help to 
frame a new policy or help to defend a policy already 
agreed upon, But such is not the siatus of 
the candidates, On the contrary, Mr. Carpenter 
is now Senator. He is just ending his first term, His 
friends claim that according to poiitical usage a second 
term is due him, unless be bae forfeited it by miscon- 
duct during his first term, Andin his case the ques- 
tion is, has he forfeited the place? But Gen. Wash- 
burn, although now a private citizen, has been often 
in the public service. Three times before the War he 
was sent to Congress, He was a Major-General during 
the War. Twice he was sent to Congress since the 
War. Three years ago he was made Governor; and 
one year ago he was renommated without a show of 
opposition, There is no pretense that he has forfeited 
anything. No one denies he would make an eminent 
Senator, In fact, one seems to be on trial, 
while the other is not, To elect Waseh- 
burn is to say Carpenter is guilty. To elect 
Carpenter does not say that Washburn is guilty, but 
only that Carpenter is not guilty, But is Carpenter 

uilty? Guilty of what? Not of that vague, nebu- 
Soue, turgid fog of reproach under which some opposi-— 
tion Dews papers have tried to bury him fora few years 
past. He is already acquitted of that. Heis acquitted 
of that by the Senate, which made him its presiding 
Officer, He is acquitted of that by the crowds of our 
fellow-citizens who have gathered to hear him speak 
in the name of Republicanism during the past autumn. 
He is acquitted of that by every decent man or woman 
who admits him to their parlor, or who bows to him 
on the street. He must be acquitted of that by every 
man who is not willing to — his own character to 
the remorseless corrosion of that subtle bat spumy 
slander against which the most exalted character is 
helpiess. 

But more specific charges have been urged against 
Mr. Carpenter,—charges which affect, not his per- 
sonal, but his representative. character, Only two, I 
think, have really prejudiced him in public estimation. 
One is that hat he supported the * Poland Gag law”; 
the other, that he supported the “‘ Salary-Grab law,” 

The tiret charge rests upon an utter misconception 
of the law. It has no more relation to the freedom of 
the press than has any o-her chapter in the criminal 
code. Whoever will read tne act wilisee that, And I 
veuture to predict that no man who is a candidate for 
the Senate next winter will agreeto vote for the repeal 
of thatact. One who should do so would vole to re 
peal ihe penaities against counterfeiting to get votes, 

The other charge is nore serious and better sustain- 
ed. Senator Carpenter did vote for an increase of 
salaries, and the law was made retroactive. 1 think 
he mad@a grave mistake. But 1 think it was oniya 
mistake, and notacrime. I do not believe he intend- 
eda wrong. He acted openly,in the presence of a 
people who could punish, as he well knew, if they did 
not approve his act, 1 don’t believe he meant to defy 
them, because when he fonnd the people did not ap- 
prove his action he reversed it. What was the mis- 
take of the act of 18752 Kither that it was retro- 
active, or that it fixed the salary too high, or both, 
For myself, l am well persuaded no such law shoald 
be retroactive. But the fact rema.ns that every such 
law had been retroactive, and, so far as I know, 
no previous law had been objected to upon tha 
ground. It wili hardly do to execute a mau for an act 
which bas the aathority of numerous precedents, and 
has been sanctioned by general consent, 

Lerhaps aiso the salary was too higu, That is a ques- 
tion upon each side of which much bas been and much 
more may besail, Inever want to discuss sucha 
question. I venture to observe it was not so much 
too high that voting for it affords conclusive evidence 
of moral obliquity. Tbelaw has tong accorded to 
Judges and Cabinet officers higher saiarics, and not 
one of them works s0 many hours in a year ae a leading 
member of Congresa, I think the law was a mistake, 
but a mistake not specially disastrous im its conée-

pockets of one man ora few men, it would have been 
uard, But a contribution of 56 cents each by the 
American people will more than replenish the Treas- 
ury. In fact, no human being has felt the loss, while 
some very needy and hard-working public servants 
have been made more comfortabie byit. It is very 
well for the people to correct such mistakes, as they 
have corrected this, But I hardly think it becomes a 
great people to be very vindictive upon such misteses, 
If the people never were to forgive @ mistake in a pub- 
lie servant, then they cannot consent to Mr, Carpen- 
er’ ction. Nor can they consent to the election 

of Gov. Washburn, He made the same mistake, as is 
well known, in 1856, 

Public just.ce has sometimes been sujected to the re- 
proach of imposing penalties ‘or an offense committed 
by one and excusing the game oifense committed by 
aucther, jut public justice was never so blind as, 
having two men at its bar at the same time and equally 
delinguent, to crucify the one and crown the other, 

But while this vote is remembered against Mr, Car- 
penter, something should be remembered to his praise, 
When he was elected to the Senate, six years ago, many 
thought the party assumed a grave risk, on the score 
of his fidelity. But for six years he has-been faithful, 
even when others more trusted have been faithless. 
He has kept all the instructions the party has given him. 
When he has erred, he has erred for want of instruc- 
tion, Moreover, dumnmg ais first term, be has achieved 
the first honor of the Senate, and has done as muca 
io distinguish Wisconsia and to distinguish the West 
as any one Whom the West ever sent to Washington. 
And, while Ido not mean to disparage the effo1ts of 
others, 1 think no one has done so much as he in the 
late canvass to rescue the Republican party in Wiscon- 
sn from the defeat which surprised it ome year ago, 
We ocuché to be just, if we cannot be genervus, 

I know very well if Gov, Washburn is not electe 
mauy excellent Republicans will feel that he is denie 
the reward his earnest services merit, That, I fear, 
will cripple the party some.

MAC MAHON 8 MESSAGE.

OUTRAGE UPON AMERICAN MISSIONARIES. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Mail advices from Con- 
stantinople say the authorities stopped the 
transmission, on the 20th of November, of the 
following dispatch : 

Already tbe existing discontent of the diplomatic 
corps at the arbitrary acts of the Government has been 
miiterially augmented by the violation, byan ermed 
foree, of @ house at Keehsher, near Latakia, beiong- 
ing to American missionaries. A party of soldiers 
ecaled the wall surrounding the house and carried off 
to prison two converted natives, who had become 
Protestant teachers, All the foreign representatives 
at Constantinople, except Elliott, the British Ambassa- 
dor, wished to convene the meeting for the purpose of 
rewinding the Porte of the obligations of its treaties. 
Flhott declined to co-operate in the mcevement for fear 
the Russian Government would seize the opportunity 
to denounce the Treaty of Paris. Baker, United

Str: It is curious to note how often mistakes 
are made in estimating beforehand the effect 
which antitipated occurrences or méasures will 
have on the public mind. Thus an American 
Roman Cathotic Bishop, a member of the Vati- 
can Council, told an American gentleman, then 
in Rome, that, if the decrees defining infallibil- 
ty, ete., should pass the Council, he (the Bishop) 
would not return to his diocese. He 
thoucht the proposed decrees so opposed to 
American ideas that their enactment would 
raise a commotion which would make it very un- 
comfortable for him athome.

The Bishop of Richmond on the Glad- 
stone-YNanning Controversy. 
Sr, Patraick’s CATHEDRAL,) 
RicHMOnND, Va., Nov, 25, 1874. 
To the Editor of the New York Heraid: 

You ask me what my views are on the Glad- 
atone-Manning controversy, and, though this 
subject has been ably discussed by the Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, I cannot refuse to comply 
with your courteous communication in the very 
few moments at my disposal. 

I attended each and all the sessions at the Ec- 
umenical Council in Rome bearing on the ques- 
tion of Papal infallibility. To the best of my 
recollection there were twenty-five sessions de- 
voted to the infallibility subject, at which 125 pre- 
lates spoke, besides 100 other Bishops who de- 
clined to speak in public, but oanded in their 
written observations. 

While some of the speakers were opposed to 
the definition as being, in their estimation, inex- 
pedient or unnecessary, not one of the Bishops 
resisted the definition on the ground that it 
would in the slightest degree alter the relations 
existing between the temporal and spiritual 

wer. 

Whatever Mr. Gladstone mav say to the con- 
trary, the very wording of the definition strictly 
confines the Papal prerogative to faith aud 
morals. The Pope does not wield in 1574 one 
jot more power thap be did in 1774 and in 104. 
In every age of the Churca he has exercised the 

prerogative of infallibilic Pope Innocent IL. 
exercited it in the fifth century, in condemning 
the Pelagiau heresy, and 80 aid Gregory XI. ia 
the fourteenth ceututy, and Innocent X. in the 
seventeenth, and the present Pontiff in 1854, 
when he detined the dogma of the Immaculate 
Conception. 

Hence the Council of the Vatican, in promul- 
gating in 1870 the Pope's infallibility, did not 
create a new doctrine, but confirmed an old one. 
In proclaiming this dogma, the Council gives the 
sanction of a law toa principle always existing 
as a matter of iact. 

I may illustrate this by referring to our Su- 
preme Court at Washington. When it decides a 
constitutiona] question, “its decision, though em- 
bodying a new torm of words, cannot be called a 
new doctrine, because the judgment is based on 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution. So, 
when the Church issues a new dogma of faith, 
that decree is nothing more than anew form of 
expressing an old doctrine, because thé decision 
must pe drawn from chs revealed word of God, 
and based upon the constant tradition of the 
Oburch. 

The course pursued by the Church regarding 
Papal infallibility was practiced by her 1,500 
years ago in reference to the divinity of Jesus 
Christ. Our Savior was acknowledged to be 
God trom the beginning of the Church. Yet 
His divinity was not formally defined till the 
Council of Nice, in the fourth centufy; and it 
would not have been defined then, had it not 
béen denied by Arius. Nor would she have de- 
fined the infallibility of Peter’s successur in 
1870, of that truth had not been cailed in ques- 
tion by modern Gallicanos 

As the Council of Nice added nothing to the 
power of Christ, neither did the Council of the 
Vatican add anything to the prerogatives of the

ney to whether religions and civil liberty will 
suffer any detriment from the Catholie Church, 
wé can appeal With confidencé to the past, 6s- 
pecially to the history of our own country. 

The same spirit still animates and always will 
animate the Catholic Church that dietated the 
memorable decree which was passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Catholics (Maryiand) in 1649: 
“No person whatsoever within this Province, 
professing to believe in Jesus Christ, shall from 
benceforth be anyways troubled or molested 
for his or her religion, or in the free exercise 
thereof, or any way compelled to the belief or 
exercise of any other religion against his or her 
conrent.’

THE ALLEGED BRIBERY CASE. 


Mr. Joha T. Allen | Senerabiy Acquit- 
ted of the Charge of Tampering 
with a Grain-lInspector, 

The examination of John T. Allen, charged 
with atempted bribery of Assistant-Grain-In- 
spector Irwin, the allegations in which were giv- 
enin yesterday’s TRIrmBvUNez, was taken up before 
Justice DeWolf vesterday forenoon at 11 o'clock, 
James P. Root, Esq., appearing for the people, 
and Mr. Frank J. Smith for the defendant. 

Nathaniel B. Irwin, whose affidavit was pub- 
lished yesterday, was the first witness. He tes- 
fled to having been appointed Assistant-Crain- 
Inspector by the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners. He identified the anonymous letter 
containing an offer of $5 per car to inspect new 
corn a8 old. A messenger boy handed bim the 
leteer, Nov. 27. Tne letier was offered in evi- 
dence, and was adimitted, conditional that it was 
to be connected with the defendant. Mr. Irwin 
stated that the defendant called upon him and 
inquired about some cars loaded with corn, hand- 
ing him a card with the numbers of the cars, and 
saying that thecorn was old corn, and that if it 
was not so inspected he wanted the cars held on 
track for reimmspection. Witness told him this 
could not be done. Allen said the corn was com- 
ing trom Robb and Shéidon Stations. 

Tue card containing the numbers of the cars 
was offered in evidence by Mr. Root. The face 
of the card bore the name of “ John T, Allen, 
wiih Spruance, Preston & Co.” 

Witness stated that he reported the matter to 
Chief Grain-inspector Harper. On Saturday 
witness found two of the cars numbered on the 
card. The cars contained new corn, and it was 
so inspected. Pieces of lath were found inside 
the cars, a8 the anonymous letter had promised. 
On Monday the remaining cars were inspected, a 
piece of lath being found in each car. The first 
two cars were consigned to Spraance, Preston & 
Co. 

Upon cross-examination the witness stated 
that be had read the anonymous letter before 
Alien came down to see him, He bad in his 
hand some papers which looked like bills of lad- 
ing, 

0. —Did he not take the numbers on the card 
from tae bilis of lading? A.—No, Bir; vot to 
my knowledge. I toid him that Heury Parker 
reporied to commission bouses the results of 
inspection ; I told Parker to ascertain and report 
to Allen. 

(.—-Have you found pieces of lath in cars oth- 
er than in the cars in question? A.—I have. 

Q.—From whas pome were the cara shipped ? 
A.—From the same stations, 1 believe—hobb 
and Sheidon Stailons, 

QY.—Do you kaow Mr. Allen’s handwriting ? 
A,—I do not.

George W. Felton, Chicago Manager of the 
Westeru Union lelegraph Company, testiiied to 
the reception of a@ teiegiam, dated Nov. 2/, to 
Spruance, Preston & Co., and tothe delivery 
of the same. 

Ciuef Grain-Inspector Harper testified as to 
the practice of railroad companies of notilying 
consignees wh@u cars arrivea; of late yeurs, 
ageucs of receivers goto the cars and note the 
iuspection. ‘The track luspectors report only to 
the oitice of the Cnief Grain-lnospector. he 
track-books of the inspectors are carried on 
‘Change for the conveuience of deaicrs. 

Mr. O. L. Parser,- First Assistant Grain-In- 
Bpecior, testified that Allen came to um last 
Friday about 10a.m., and inqwred for Irwin. 
Allen said tuat the cars he was lvoning after was 
consigned to Spruance, Prestun & Co., aud that 
he bad tho aianagement of it. Pieces of brosen 
lath were found in each car. 

H. UO, Parker, a son of the preceding witness, 
tesufied that Le looked after receivers’ interesis 
on the Iimois Central track. Allen told him he 
was expecting two cars of * old” corn, andif 
they did not inspect as good as they were shipped 
f_r, it was witness’ business, without further 
instructions, to hold the cars for reinspection. 
Witueas stopped tbe cars in accordance with bis 
regular insiwuctions. dls Conversation with 
Ailem took place in the hall of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The cars went into the elevator 
without orders from witness, woo did not kaow 
how they got there. 

The case fur tie prosecution was closed here. 

K. N. Kastman, cierk of the Clifton House, 
was the iirst witness for the defense. He tesi- 
fied that R. Morton was stopping at the Clifton 
House, Noy. 25, the date oi the anonymous let- 
ter, which was written on Clifcon-Honse paper. 
Morton was at the botel again last Sunday, and 
leit the same day. 

Mr. H, Spruance testified that he was ac- 
quainted with the haudwriting of John T. Alien. 
Tne anonymous letter was not in Alien’s haad- 
writing. The writing of the letter very closely 
resembled Mortén’s handwriting. Morton bad 
shipped corn to the house ef Spraance, Preston 
& Co. irom different stations. 

A letter from Morioa to that firm was put in 
evidence, in which Morton wiote: ‘*My corn 
should nearly ali inspect old. I: nas done «eo in 
Toledo, and 1 want you to see that it goes old 
My corn is very diy. If it grades old, can give 
you consi ‘erabhe stuff ; if it grades new, can’t 
you appeal trom the decision?” 

Mr. Spruance testitied that he instructed 
Allea to look after Morton’s corn consignment. 

The defense offered in evidence a telegram 
from Morton to Allen directing the latter to get 
the inspection of the corn and telegraph him. 

Harold Sprague testified to his periect famil- 
iarity with Morton’s handwriting, and to its 
pois to that of the anonymous lettcr. 

Johu T. Allieo, the defendant, was next placed 
on the stand to testify in his own behalf. He 
stated that in accordance wich the directions of 
Mr. Spruance he went to look after the car- 
loads of corn consigned by Morion, taking 
with him the bills of lading in order to identify 
the cars. Inquiring for tae track Inepector, be 
was referred to Mr. I:win, whom he told what 
Morton had previously written, viz: that the 
corn was expected to inspect as ‘‘ straight No. 
2,” and if i¢ was vot so graded he wanted the 
cars held for reinspection. He was referred to 
Mir. Parker, Jr., with whom he arranged the 
matter. He did not write the anonymous letter 
to Irwin offering him $5 per car to inspect the 
corm as ‘* straight No. 2,” por did be know that 
such a letter bad been wiitten. Tue inspection 
of the corn as “‘ straight ” would not have profit- 
éd him at all; he was simply transacting the 
business according to instructions.

No real progress has yet been made by the 
Cheap-Transportation Convention at Rich- 
mond, Va. Much time was wasted yesterday 
by the small men, who, as our correspondent 
well remarks, are apt to empty themselves in 
the early days of a popular assembly. Thus 
far the James River & Kanawha Canal peo- 
ple have had things pretly much their own 
way. Essays have been read to show that 
the ronte is feasible, that it is necessary, and 
that itis the most feasible and necessary of 
all the measures of relief that have been sug- 
gested. Before the Convention adjourns, 
some of the larger bores may be heard from 
on the subject of railroad transportation, 
without a discussion of which, indeed, the 
Convention would be a disappoiniment to 
Western peopie. 


The testimony for the defense in the Gage 
trial was all taken yesterday. The rulings of 
the Court as a general thing were adverse to 
Mr. Gage’s counsel, their ingenious objec- 
tions being admired as specimens of legal 
acuteness, but disallowed on - weightier 
grounds. They were not permitted to show 
that there had been a panic; that many 
banks had been closed; that Mr. Gage had 
arranged with the Finance Committee of the 
Common Council to loan out the moneys in- 
trusted to him; that Riverside bonds 
had depreciated in value; that the 
loss of the city’s fands was unavoidable. The 
case was held rigidly to these two issues: (1) 
Did Mr. Gage, as Treasurer of the City of 
Chicago, receive certain funds? (2) Did he 
fail to turn over funds so received to his 
successor in office? All the ornate eloquence 
and searching analysis of the lawyers did not 
avail to divert the Court from an examina- 
tion of these points, and these only. When 
the testimony had all been submitted, the 
arguments were begun. ‘The case will proba- 
bly be given to the jury to-day. 


THE WISCONSIN RATLWAY DECISION. 

The opinion of Chief-Justice Ryan, of 
Wisconsin, in the railway injunction suits, 
delivered at Madison, Sept. 15, has been pub- 
lished at last. Itis a voluminous opinion, 
much more so than judicial opinions usually 
are. It covers fifty pages of closely-printed 
matter, large octavo. Why it did not appear 
before is a matter of surprise to us; for cer- 
tainly no opinion has ever emanated from the 
Supreme Bench of any State in the Union 
more important than this, or more far-reach- 
ing in its effects on the rights and privileges 
of corporations, and of individuals in so far 
as they are members, stockholders, creditors 
of, or in any way interested in, corporations. 
It was the first time that the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin was called upon to assert orig- 
jnal jurisdiction of injunction suits, and the 
length of the opinion is accounted for by the 
fact that it discusses the question of its juris- 
diction to entertain such causes, as well as 
several other side issues. The part of the 
decision in which the public are most inter- 
ested does not cover more than three or four 
pages. ‘These contain the gist of the whole 
controversy. To these, therefore, we shall 
confine our remarks, 

Chap. 273 of the Laws of Wisconsin for 
1874 divided all the railroads of the State of 
Wisconsin into classes, and fixed the passen- 
ger rates and freight rates for each class of 
roads, —the rates affecting differentclasses of 
roads differently. Atthe time that the law 
above referred to was passed, there was not a 
little excitement in the State of Wisconsin 
against railroadcorporations. The Governor 
was like many of those who cast their votes 
for him, a participator in the feeling against 
the roads. That there was some ground for 
this feeling cannot be denied. That the Leg- 
islature of Wisconsin had the right to provide 
a remedy for the evils which produced the 
dissatisfaction of the farmers with the roads 
is undoubted. It is to be lamented, how- 
ever, that the Legislature and the Governor 
did not proceed more like business-men than 
partisans to the remedying of the evils a por- 
tion of the people were complaining of. 
Equally to be regretted is it that, while the 
question of the constitutionality of the law 
was pending in a Federal Court, Gov. Taylor 
should have shown himself extremely anxious 
that the case should be decided rather in ac- 
cordance with his feelings than with the law 
of the land; and that he should have so far 
forgotten the dignity becoming his high 
ofice as Chief Executive of a great State 
as to cause a hundred guns to be fired 
when the decision of the United States Court 
was given, as an evidence of his joy that the 

ailroads were beaten. Had the Governor 
been more impartial, he would have been 
more wise. Last, but not least, is it to be re- 
gretted that the present Chief Justice was 
appointed by Gov. Taylor to the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Chief-Justice 
Dixon at a time wien the railroad excite- 
ment was at fever heat, and when Gov. Tay- 
lor knew that the railroad question must be 
brought before the Courts of the State. We 
do not reflect on the honesty or integrity of 
Governor or Chief Justice. We only say that 
the circumstances just mentioned are unfor- 
tunate ones for both. 

The railroads of Wisconsin opposed thelaw 
fixing the freight and passenger rates on the 
ground, among others, that the rates fixed were 
so low that, were they to abide by them, they 
would be compelled to operate the roads at a 
loss, and would not be able to pay the inter- 
éston their bonded debt. In favor of the 
law it was argued that the State of Wiscon- 
sin Was supreme, and under its Constitution 
had the power absolutely to repeal or to mod- 
ify the charter of all corporations created by 
it, whether such modification or alteration 
necessitated the operation of the roads at a 
loss to the companies or not, and whether it 
impaired their ability to meet their bonded 
indebtedness or did not impair it. How this 
point should be decided was a matter of pub- 
lic interest. The provision of the Wisconsin 
Constitution under which this power of 
life and death over corporations is 
claimed for the State reads as fol. 


; lows: ‘All general laws and special acts 
(creating tv.porations) may be sltered or re- 
péaled by the Legislature at any time after

their passage.” COhief-Justice Ryan, in his 
opinion, seems to go the whole length of say- 
ing that so long as the material property of 
the railroads are not meddled with the State 
may do what it pleasés with the franchise, 
impose what rates it will, whether or not 
such rates diminish the income of the cor- 
porations, deprive the companies of the 
ability to pay their creditors, or compel them 
to encroach on their capital in or- 
der to continue the operationw’ of the 
roads. It would thus seem that in 
Wisconsin it is the law to-day that 
railway companies may be compelled to oper- 
ate their roads and carry passengers and 
freight at any rates fixed by the Legislature, 
no matter how low, and whether they 
amount to a repeal of the franchise or not. 
And what is true of railway companies is 
true of all corporations in that State. In- 
surance companies may be compelled to issue 
policies at one-half their present rates, and 
manufacturing companies to sell their pro- 
ducts at one-fourth the cost of production. 

We do not believe that this is good law. It 
is not justice. Itis not common sense. It 
is not public policy. It, therefore, cannot be 
good law. We grant that the State of Wis- 
consin has the power to repeal or amend the 
charter of any corporation created by it. 
We grant, too, that, in terms, that power is 
absolute. But no court should hold it to be 
absolute. Not arbitrarily, but for good cause 
shown, can the State alter or amend the char- 
ter of a corporation. The franchise of a 
corporation may be repealed, but only be. 
cause the paramount good of the people of 
the State demands it, or as a penalty inflicted 
on the corporation. These limitations are 
not expressed in the Constitution of Wiscon- 
sin, but public policy, the spirit of the Con- 
stitution, and the highest principles of law, 
equity, and justice will supply them. And 
so, for like reasons, a charter may not be 
modified in such a manner as to entail the 
loss of vested rights, or the loss of a dollar 
once earned and owned. 

‘The charter of a corporation is a contract 
with the State. It is a contract even in Wis- 
consin. So Chief-Justice Ryan admits. As 
a contract, therefore, it should be interpreted 
by the legal rules for the interpretation of 
contracts, th® object of which rules is to 
ascertain the mutual understanding of the 
parties tothem. What was the mutual un- 
derstanding of the parties to the contract 
here? Did the railroad companies, when 
they petitioned for and accepted their char- 
ters, understand that, arbitrarily, for no 
good reason, the State might cume in 
and deprive them of their §fran- 
chise by repeal, or modify it so as to compel 
the operation of the roads at a positive loss ? 
It is absurd to think so. Did not the indi- 
vidual corporators suppose, rather, that when 
they became members of the corporation they 
did not cease to have all the privileges and 
rights of individuals under the Constitution 
of Wisconsin; to obtain justice ‘‘ conforma- 
bly to the laws,” and to the protection of 
their property against covert as well as overt 
confiscation? The personal rights of indi- 
dividual members of corporations are the 
same as those members of no corporation ; 
and the State has no power over the life, lib- 
erty, or property of an individual because 
he is a member of a corporation which it has 
not over him in his own individual capacity. 
There are parts of Chief-Justice Ryan’s opin- 
ion scarcely as explicit as we could wish; but 
of the bearing of the whole there can be no 
doubt. We do not think that the Supreme 
Court of the United States will ever take the 
same view of these cases as the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin. The Potter law, how- 
ever, will be repealed or modified before that 
tribunal reaches the cases. It is a misfor- 
tune that Chief-Justice Ryan’s opinion can- 
not be repealed with the Potter law. 
The opinion will stand, maintaining the 
absolute and arbitrary power of the State 
over all the franchises until the Constitution 
of the State alters the provision of which it 
is the interpretation. The opinion itself is a 
giant blow at the credit and property of Wis- 
consin. Corporations are a great power 
in the development of a State; but who 
cares to invest his savings in the stock of a 
corporation which may at any time be de- 
prived of its franchises, and with its fran- 
chises of the par value of his ‘‘ material prop- 
erty ”? 


TWEED'S RELEASE. 

Concerning the application for a writ of 
habeas corpus in the case of ‘the statesman” 
William M. Tweed, there are two views. The 
one is a pretext; the otherareality. The 
pretext is alegalone. The ground assumed 
is that his legal punishment for the crime of 
misdemeanor has been expiated,—that is, that 
he could be sentenced only once for each in- 
dictment, and that the omnibus indictment, 
which included all the previous indictments 
in one, covered only one offense, to be pun- 
ished by a single term of imprisonment. The 
effect of the writ of habeas corpus will be to 
bring his sentence up for review in a higher 
court. 

This is the legal view of the case. The 
real meaning, however, of the application 
for this writ is, that the Democrats want 
their Democratic leader back again. With a 
Democratic Governor in Albany and Tam- 
many triumphant in New York City again, it 
is only natural that the followers of Tam- 
many should demand the return of ‘the 
statesman” from his exile to lead them 
once more and point the way to the spoils. 
The conviction and punishment of Tweed— 
if the elegant hospitality he receives at 
Blackwell’s Island can be called punish- 
ment—were the results of the triumph 
of the Reform party. It was an effort, at 
least, to secure honesty in the administration 
of public affairs in New York City, and the 
people sought to purge the public offices by 
punishing the man who had owned them all, 
and bought and sold them for a price, and in- 
solently defied the Reformers to interfere 
with his corruptions. The people of New 
York City, however, have now signified by 
their votes that they have no use for honesty 
in their City Government or honest 
men in public office. They have placed 
Tammany, with all its corruptions, 
its demoralizing influences, its gambling in 
offices, its bummers, and scalawags, and 
roughs, in power again. They have mar- 
shaled the.old host together again, prepartory 
to raids upon the City and County Treasuries, 
and have sent down to Blackwell’s Island for 
their old leader to return and resume his place 
at their head again. This is all that the ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus means. 
It is a mere form of law, a concession 
they are willing to make to some 
of their number who may be troubled 
with scruples. That William M. Tweed 
would be released from imprisonment was a 
foregone conclusion from the moment that 
the scales of the election turned in favér of 
the Democracy. The Democracy of New 
York City, without William M. Tweed, would 
be without a leader. His release will be the 


| signal for @ renewal of the old corruptions 


and frauds which were rife under his pre- 
vious administration. The prospects of New 
York City with “the statesman” again at 
the helm are dark indeed. 


AN ORDER OF ADVENTURERS. 

The ‘‘ Executive Council of the United 
Order of Workingmen” announces that it 
proposes to employ all its influence at Wash- 
ington this winter in favor of a large inflation 
of the currency. This whole organization is 
afraud. It has no constituency. Itis from 
top to bottom a mere blackmailing affair. 
There are doubtless many honest, well-mean- 
ing men nominally belonging to the Order, 
but the organization is a bogus one,—a mere 
device to support a number of professional 
workingmen who do not work and do not 
want to work. The Secretary of the Order 
announces that there are 74,000 lodges or- 
ganized and more to be formed, and that 
these lodges are a compact, formidable 
political body. We donot know how many 
men are necessary to constitute a *‘ | odge,” 
but, estimating them at an average of 100 
members to each lodge, the total membership 
would be 7,400,000, not including the lodges 
yet to be formed. This is in excess of the 
entire vote polled by all parties at the elec- 
tions of 1874, and that vote did not indicate 
that the voters were all of one com pact politi- 
cal party. The truth is that it would possi- 
bly be an exaggeration to say that the Execu- 
tive Council of the U. O. O. W. have a con- 
stituency of 74,000 men whose votes can be 
used in a compact solid body at any election. 
Nine-tenths of the voters of Chicago are men 
who live by their daily labor in one occupation 
or another, and yet the U. O. O.W. could not 
carry &@ precinct in this city. The object 
of the organization politically seems to be to 
give the local officers or managers an oOp- 
portunity to sell out the imaginary votes 
of the imaginary members to one or both 
parties, or to particular candidates, or to any 
person who is weak enough to pay for them. 
What the influence of the Executive Council 
of the Order may be at Washington we do 
not know; but we do not believe that a Con- 
gress of which two-thirds of the members 
have been defeated for re-election will take 
much stock in the army of 7,400,000 of 
workingmen in buckram. 

The degree of inteliigence that governs the 
Executive Council may be estimated from its 
scheme for the issue of a greenback currency 
to be based for its security upon the real and 
personal property of the nation, and of course 
exchangeable for nothing and redeemable at 
no time or piace! ‘This is put forth as a 
measure for the relief of workingmen—to rob 
them of their wages and earnings by placing 
in their hands worthless paper instead of 
honest money. 


THE MILWAUKEE DEFAULTER. 

The defalcation of Edward Ehlers, the 
County Treasurer of Milwaukee County, pre- 
sents, in a nutshell, the whole history of offi- 
cial embezzlements. It is the better told be- 
cause it is so concise; that is, the amount is 
small, the term short, and the succession of 
the various steps toward the inevitable result 
perfectly plain. It may be useful, therefore, 
to give the case something more than a pass- 
ing consideration. 

Ehlers was a saloon-keeper, and therefore 
it may be safely assumed that he was a ward 
politician. ‘Faithful service” probably 
built up a constituency. He had very likely 
been a leading factor in the creation of nu- 
merous Constables, Aldermen, members of 
the Legislature, Mayors, etc., etc. At last 
he came to have ‘“‘claims” of his own. He 
found his strikers onevery side. He remind- 
ed one man that he had procured so many 
votes for him; another that he had secured 
him the nomination for such an office; and 
the party generally that he was a power 
among the bummer element. His fellow- 
saloon-keepers in neighboring wards probably 
assisted him in the work of ‘‘fixing” the 
primaries, and it is not unlikely that he was 
nominated with a hurrah. Being a grog- 
seller and a ward politician, he un- 
derstood the value of money in an elec- 
tion. Having previously been in the attitude 
of a receiver, he now became a dispenser. 
So the first chapter in the story tells how he 
raked and scraped together all the money he 
had, and all he could borrow, and put it 
where *‘it would do the most good.” He 
was elected, furnished his bonds, and was 
sworn into office. There are few men who 
cannot, furnish bonds to any necessary 
amount to take an office, and the swearing-in 
process is the simplest in the world. Thus 
Mr. Saloon-Keeper Ehlers came into the pos- 
session of all the county funds, and regarded 
himself as personally enjoying the wealth of 
the Indies. He began by reimbursing him- 
self and his friends for his campaign expens- 
es, paid over the money he had borrowed, 
and put his house—that is his saloon—into 
order. But the saloon-business did not 
prosper so well after Mr. Ehlers went 
into active politics. As a wielder of influence 
and pocketer of votes, he could command 
patronage. As an office-holder, he was ex- 
pected to dispense free liquor. He chalked 
down accounts only to rub them out again. 
Everything went smoothly enough, however, 
until his. term of office drew towards its 
termination. It then occurred to Mr. Ehlers 
that he must either be re-elected or “turn 
over.” Not being in a condition to turn over, 
he determined upon a re-election. To this 
end he took some more of the county funds 
and distributed it freely among his retainers. 
But a change had come over his constitu- 
ency. His henchmen proved unfaithful. 
His voters took his money and voted 
for the other man. S80, one day, 
Mr. Ehlers woke up to find that 
the wealth of the Indies had suddenly 
vanished. The county, unmindful of his 
eminent services, made a heartless demand 
for its funds. Mr. Ehlers had nothing to do 
but assign his saloon-business, in a declining 
state, to his bondsmen, and throw himself 
upon the tender charity of his fellow-citizens, 
with the strong conviction that his ‘‘ misfor- 
tunes” entitle him to the best considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Ehlers cannot be excused on account of 
any of the weaknesses and temptations that 
grow out of a pernicious system. He must 
answer for his personal offense against the 
law. But the number of official Ehlers is to 
be traced to the caucus system, of which the 
Milwaukee specimen is a shining light. So 
long as saloon-keepers and ward-bummers 
have “claims” which the party ad- 
mits, we need not hope to escape 
the inevitable results. So long as men 
pay out all the money they have 
and all they can borrow to secure an election, 
we may expect that they will reimburse them- 
selves out of the public funds which are so 
recklessly put into their hands. If, then, the 
saloon-business is bad, more money must be 
forthcoming to secure a re-election. If the 
} project of re-election miscarry, the public 
must pocket the loss. Ehlers is fan epitome 
of the whole system of official defalcation.

Underneath every one of these fre- 
quent histories is the current of that public 
indifference which permits places of trust to 
be confided to unfit men. 


THE TARIFF ON WOOL. 

The New York Chamber of Commerce ap- 
pointed a committee of seven men, some 
time since, to report what changes were 
needed in the existing tariff on wool. Their 
report has been submitted. It discusses the 
effect of the present rate of duties on the 
wool-grower and the wool-manufacturer,— 
the two persons whom the tariff is especially 
designed to protect. We shall analyze their 
views, first as to the grower, finally as to the 
manufacturer. 

The country can profitably produce all 
grades of wool. This is proved by the in- 
dustrial history of the world. It is idle, then, 
for a tariff to try to stimulate the production 
of all grades. Our tariff tries this, how- 
ever, and with some remarkable results. 
The production of coarse wools, which 
are very little protected, has steadily in- 
creased. The production of the finer quali- 
ties, which are very heavily protected, has 
steadily decreased.. Thus the annual clip of 
fine merino wool has fallen at least 30 per 
cent since 1868. In the States east of the 
Mississippi, the clip of fleece wool has been 
reduced from 140,000,000 pounds in 1867 to 
115,000,000 pounds in 1873. Even if the 
tariff had fulfilled its aim and encouraged 
the production of the finer grades, it wonld 
have benefited only about 1 per eent of the 
wool-growers, and, of course, a very much 
less percentage of the whole people. [or the 
sake of this trifling fraction the nation has 
been heavily taxed since 1861, and now it 
appears that even the fraction has not gained 
thereby ! 

The diminution in the American produe- 
tion of fine wools is not to be accounted for 
by heavy importation. The enormous duties, 
ranging from 39 to 120 per cent, have checked 
the sale of fine foreign wool in our markets. 
Asa consequence, the manufacturer has to 
use lower grades and turn out poorer work. 
The tariff hits the manufacturer again by im- 
posing double and treble duties on washed 
and scoured wool. This is practical prohibi- 
tion. Europe takes the cleansed wool and 
leaves us the dirty. Our manufacturers have 
to pay freight and duties by the pound 
on the wool and then on the grease 
and dirt in it. Incredible as it seems, the 
Cominittee asserts that the impurities, which 
are utterly valueless, sometimes form 50 to 75 
per cent of the raw materials imported and 
paid for at the Custom-House by weight. 
Still another bad result is that light wool is 
eagerly sougit by the manufacturer, in order 
to lessen these enormous charges. Hence 
light wool has an artificial value in our mar- 
kets. The manufacturer buys it at a higher 
rate than his English competitor pays for 
heavy wool of the same grade of fineness. 
There are other cases, in which the intricate 
system of taxation harasses the manufacturer, 
but we have shown with sufficient detail the 
evils of the present high duties as they stand 
to-day. 

The natural consequences have followed. 
The woolen trade of America is in a precari- 
ous condition. Elsewhere the trade is pros- 
perous. It thrives in England, in France, in 
Germany, in Austria, which suffers from a 
recent war and a depreciated currency, and 
in QGanada, where all our peculiar circum- 
stances, except the tariff, prevail. Only with- 
in our borders does depression exist. The 
fact is the more remarkable inasmuch as our 
climate, more than that of any other coun- 
try, makes woolens a necessity. Yet we have 
been driven out of the foreign market and 
have only a precarious footing in our own. 

In view of this utter failure of Protection 
to protect anybody, the Committee strongly 
urges that wool should be permanently placed 
on the free list. If this cannot be done, it is 
imperative that a fixed, ad valorem duty, not 
over 25 per cent, should be imposed. It is 
significant that the more people investigate 
the tariff, the more dissatisfied they are with 
it. A mass of evidence has been gathered 
together, before which the prejudices of the 
past are beginning to yield. It is a sign of 
the times that the Chamber of Commerce 
adopted this report, authorized the Commit- 
tee to print and circulate it, and made ar- 
rangements for another meeting to consider 
the matter again. 


A letter from Senator Howe setting forth 
the relative ‘‘claims” of Mr. Carpenter and 
ex-Gov. Washburn upon the people of Wis- 
consin is printed this morning in another 
column. It is well worth reading. Every 
sentence, and almost every word of it, was 
evidently weighed carefully and cautiously by 
its author, who well understood, we may be 
sure, the delicate nature of his investiga- 
tipns. Mr. Howe says that a second term is 
due to Mr. Carpenter by political usage, 
if it can be shown that he- has 
done nothing to forfeit public confidence; 
and the inquiry is then made, In what re- 
spect has Mr. Carpenter erred? Dismissing 
as not sustained the reproach cast upon Mr. 
Carpenter by the Long Branch episode, 
and upholding the Poland Press-Gag law 
as an innocent and necessary measure, 
Mr. Howe proceeds to a _ consideration 
of the salary-grab vote of Mr. Car- 
penter. This, he admits, was a mis- 
take; but he holds that it was only 
a mistake. Such in brief is the leiter. 
The chief objection to it is that it makes a 
great assumption, at the very start, by affirm- 
ing that Mr. Carpenter and ex-Gov. Wash- 
burn have exclusive ‘‘ claims” to the Senator- 
ship. It is an open question whether the 
part of the letter concerning Mr. Carpenter's 
salary-grab record will not do him more harm 
than will be compensated by the explanation 
of the Press-Gag law and the denial of the 
Long Branch scandal. 


While the Chicago 7iimes admits that the 
doctrine of State sovereignty, with its deduc- 
tion that the United States are not a nation 
but the mere agent of the several States, act- 
ing under limited, delegated powers, is the 
fundamental doctrine of the Democratic par- 
ty, and is denouncing that party for its ad- 
herence to the abomination, other Democrat- 
ic papers are seeking to avoid the truth. The 
St. Louis Repudlican admits that that is the 
faith of the Bourbons, but claims that the 
ascendency of the Bourbons has been de- 
stroyed. The Detroit W’rce Press avers that 
Democrats in Michigan repudiate the State- 
sovereignty doctrine, and the Louisville 
Courier-Journal does not understand why the 
unpleasant subject should be talked about.

Both as a matter of publie interest and 
® matter of precaution, the forthcom- 
ing publication of the records of the War 
will be hailed with considerable joy. An 
item in the Sundry Civil bill gave the Secre- 
tary of War $15,090 to begin the preparation of 
the work for the ublic Printer. The records 
will include all orders, telegrams, reports, and 
other official papers connected with the Confed- 
erate as wellas the Union armies. The ovpject 
of the Government in making these documents 
public is two-fold. The originals are continual- 
ly subject to danger of destruction by fire, of 
mutilation for private ends, or of abstraction. 
By multiplyiug them indefinitely this danger 
would be disposed of. Moreover, as thev are 
necessary to a complete history of the War, 
it is now time to give them to the 
public. It is gratifying to know 
that even the minutest details have been 
carefully preserved, and that the archives of 
both the Union and the Confederacy are in such 
excellent order that any document can be pro- 
duced when asked for. There can be no ques- 
tion but that the abstraction of the records in 
the Buell court-martial pointed out at any rate 
one of the daugers imcident upon delay in pub- 
lishing the whole mass. It is further stated that 
Gen. Belknap has accidentally come into posses- 
sion of a valuable collection of records pertain- 
ing to the Revolutionary War, whose existence 
was never even surmised. They are the ofticial 
records of Timothy Pickering, Quartermaster- 
General of the patriot army in the Revviution- 
ary War, and but for an accident would have 
been sent to a paper-mill without seeing the 
light. They were found in the garret of an old 
house in Philadelphia which was being torn 
down. A large sum of money was demanded for 
them, which Gen. Belknap, rather than lore 
them, willingly paid. Tney will doubtless be 
published with the more recent material.

The six steamers which leave this port for Europe 
to-day carry out nearly 1,600 passengers, It is some- 
thing new in the history of this country to see the tide 
of emigration setting even so lightly toward Europe. 
And yet if our taxes are high, the cost of living dear, 
and the labor-market overstocked, it is natural that 
men who have come here to better themselves and 
tailed in so doing should turn back to the land which 
they too hastily left.—New York Graphic.

THE FREEDMAN’S SAVINCS BANK. 
MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 
Speeial lnapateh to The Chicago I'ribune. 

WasnineTon, Dec. 2.—A telegram from Nash- 
ville, Teun., etates that 1,800 colored depositors 
in the Freedman’s Savings & Trust Company 
Bank, a branch of which institution has existed 
in the city for some years, have sent a volum- 
inous memorial to Congress, praying for relief 
on account Of the suspensioa of the bank, in 
which their aggregate deposits amount to 
$37,000. The memorial sete forth at 
length the grievances of the colored people 
who were led to depusit their savings in the 
bank, chiefly because the Government recog- 
nized and made laws for it. Otherwise, they 
assert, they would have been mote cautious, es- 
pecially after the amended charter of June, 
1874, allowed the managers to invest money in 
loans to the amount of half the deposits. The 


resulta of the suspension are represe.ted as be- 
ing of the saddest kind. A hard winter is upon 
the depositors. The crops in Middie Tennessee 
bave been next door toa failure, and the prospect 
generally is very poor. The colored memorial- 
ists, in praying Congress for relief, remind that 
body that the colored ple, since their eman- 
cipation from slavery, have been the stanchest 
friends of the Government, and that, in fact, 
their loyalty has become proverbial. They say 
that, unless Congress granis them relief, famine 
will stare them aud their families in the face. 
The telegram concludes by saying that the de- 
positors are growing more clamorous every hour.

THE ADVANCE REGISTFR FOR 1875. 
Wasuinerton, Nov. 30.—DPhe Adjutant-Ceneral 
ofthe Army, intent upon taking time by the 
forelock this year, sent his ‘‘Acvance Army 
Register for 1875” to the printer early this 
month, and expects that it will be ready for pro- 
mulgation inafew days. There have been many 
changes since the publication of the register for 
1874. The army has been reduced by deatirs, 
discharges, and desertions from 30,000 (its re- 
ported strength last January) to 25,000 enlisted 
men, but the number of commissioned officers 

has not beeo proportionately diminished. 
There ave now 2,069 officers on the acuive list of 
the army, without counting a batch of assisiant 
surgeons recently appointed, so that for every 


commissioned officer. The gentlemen of the 
permanent etaff number 524, not iucluding the 
Assistant Surgeons above referred to nor ten 
line officers selected for transfer to the Ordnance 
Department, but not yet transferred. The pro- 
portion of staff officecs is, therefore, about one 
to each squad of four line officers and forty- 
eight men.

No one 
could be opened which would not create for it- 
self local trade, and attract sufficien: lateral 
business to sustain it; while all would compete 
for the through business by a fair and hovorable 
rivairy. 

REPORT OF THE WATER-ROUTE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Frobel, of Georgia, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee ov Artificial Water-Routes, made a report 
reciting the conclusions arrived at in Sevator 
Windom’s report on the same subject, and in- 
dorsing them as the sense of the Convention 
and Virgiria; Congress to make appropriations 
to carry them into effect. 

J.C. Boutball, of Hichmond, followed in an 
exhaustive analysis of the subject of transpor- 
tation, both by water and rail, of the grain pro- 
ducts alone. The idea that any one route can 
transport aod distribute all the productions of 
the country with economy is absurd. Many 
are needed. More than this, they are imperative. 
They should not be more than 100 mules apart. 
These rail hnes would carry passengers and 
light freights, but the great trunk water-routea 
are imperativeiy necessary, by their great ca- 
pacity and cheapness, to — aod control by 
competition rail prices of heavy freighta. Min- 
erals, cereals, cotton, and barreled provisions, 
which are expensive in transhipment, will follow 
them, while passengers and live stock, which 
handle themselves, and perishable property, and 
light aod costivy merchandise, and va'uables, wil! 
seek more rapid transit by rail. The extra cost 
of railways is another element for considera- 
tion always. To transport the tonnage of 
a ‘“water-route would require at iteast 
eight tracks, with full equipment, and would 
cost over $200,000 per mile. It would have to 
be operated by Government by an army of em- 
ployes, while the water-route would cost less in 
the first instance, and when op gem private 
capital would furnish the means of transporta- 
tion, and the Government would have to em- 
ploy comparatively few officers to protect and 
superiniend and keep it iu repairs. Such are 
the immense schemes to which this Convention 
is expected to give its sanction.

THE WATER-ROUTE REPORT. 

Ricumonp, Va., Dee. 2.—The Cheap-Trans- 
portation Convention met this morning. Col. 
B. W. brobel, of Georgia, read the report of the 
Commiuttee on Artificial Water-Routes. Ihe re- 
port states the fact that the United States 
Senate Committee on Transportation recom- 
mended the four water-routes indorsed by this 
Convention last year, and then quotes and 
adopts as ite ownthe Senate Commuttee’s re- 


port. 

The Hon. J. C. Southall, of Virginia, present- 
ed a supplemental report, in which be argued 
strongly inst the idea that railroads wil) 
answer for heavy transportacion, and insisted 
upon the necessity of the four great water- 
routes, viz.: The connecting of the Mississippi 
wich the great lakes; a central route between 
the Obio River aud Chesapeake Bay via the 
James River & Kanawaha Canal; the great 
Tennessee & Georgia Canal, and the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi River. 

RESOLUTIONS 

were introduced to recommend Congress to 
extend such reasonable aid to the Texas Pacific 
Railroad as will insure its speedy completion ; to 
meinorialize Congress to prohibit, under heavy 
pevaities, all combinations between competitive 
hoes of transportation, whether by land or 
water, from inflating their capital by watered 
stock, and also to a court of commercial justice, 
whose decisions shall be subject to review by 
the Supreme Court of the United States; that 
Congress sball fix by law the miximum rates for 
all railroad traffic crossing State lines ; that the 
sentiment of this Convention is adverse to an 
increase of taxation upon the people in the 
Shape of interest created by increased bonded 
debt; that Congress be: recommended to adopt a 
national gauge of 4 feet sig inches, and that it 
offer sufficient inducements for al! trunk lines of 
200 miles and over to adopt this railroad gauge ; 
all of which were referred to the Commitiee on 
Resolutions.

Loss of a Cable Steamer on the Coast 
of France. 


Sixty Persons Go Down with the Ill- 
Fated Vessel, 


Record of Minor Accidents. 


SIXTY LIVES LOST. 
Lonpon, Dec. 3—6:40 a. m.—The steamer La 
Plata, from Gravesend for Rio Grande del Sud, 


telegraph cable, foundered off Ushant on the 
29th of November. Sixty persons were drowned. 
Fourteen survivors were rescued by the Gareloch 
of Glasgow, from a boat in which they had been 
floating twenty-four hours, and were transferred 
to the steamer Autenor, which arrived in the 
Thames last night. The loss of the steamer is 
attributed to the shifting of the heavy grappling 
apparatus. Of the 250 miles of telegraph cable on 
board, 150 had been paid out, which had to be 
abandoned. Unavailing attempts were made to 
save the vessel, by iightening. 

The Captain, surgeon, three other officers, en- 
gineer, seven etewards and cooks, eleven 
stokers, fourteen seamen, and the 
whole _ of the cable staff, numbering 
sixteen, and including Mr. Ricketts, Chief Eiec- 
trician, were drowned. The Chief Steward, who 
was saved, reports that the fires were all out bv 
10 o'clock on the morning of the 29th. A 
beavy sea carried away two of the boats. 
The ship gradually settled by the stern, and at 
12:30 foundered, stern fret. The Captain and 
doctor were on the bridge, having failed to clear 
the patent life-rafts,and went down with the 
crew. The decks burst as the steamer sank,

‘pources for the tise of their regular castomers. 
The general wholesale business of the city is 
good, an@tho retail business shows some im- 
provement. Rates of discount are 10 per cent 
a year to regular customers, with concessions of 
‘1 Or 2 per cent to independent borrowers ; street 
rates are 8@18 per cent; real estate loans are 9 
.@0 per cent. 

Dividends to the amount of $1,099,646, includ- 
ing; interest on public and corporate obligations, 
lmve been announced for payment in Boston in 
December. This does not include the full 
figures, as many of the companies have not yet 
declared, but it is worth remark that in most of 
those announced there is a decrease, and in noLe 
of them an increase. 

Of those which have declared, the Jackson de- 
“creases from 7 to 5 per cent, Nashua 6 to 5, and 
Stark 6 to 5 percent. The Lowell Machine-Sbop 
peys 4 per cent, against 8 in May last, but this is 
the usual division of payments. The Boston di- 
vides 3 per cent, Hamilton 4, Lancaster 10, and 
Lawrence 3 per cent, a8 before. The Appleton 
passes for the first time since December, is5l. 
Tbe Northern Railroad decreases from 4 to 3) S 
per ceat, after paying 8 per cent for the past 
' nine years. 

Considering the depression that has been the 
feature of almost a!l manufactures during the 
year, it »s fair to expect that the facis above are 
representative. Such a reduction of profits is 
the natural effect of the unbeaithy stimulus 
given to mannfactures and industry of all kinds 
by the destruction of war, the inflation of the 
currency, avd the delusive bounties of a protect- 
ive tariff. This dead-point is the best moment 
for reform, and for legisiation to set straight our 
currency and the tariff. 

How hitle theré was in the cry at the last 
Session of Congress that the West and South 

wanted more currency is shown by tle report of 
Comptroiler Knox. in response to tis demand 
for ** more money,” the Comptroller was autbor- 
i by ihe ** Compromise ” act to issue $55,000,- 
of National Bank notes as they were called 
for. The nétincrease of National Bank circula- 
tion for the year bas been $3,576,297! That is, 
during the year $5,817,316 has been issued, and 
$2,241,019 has been withdrawa and destr oyed, 
leaving the increase as stated above. Of the 
$354,000,000 authorized by the National Banking 
act and the act of 1570, $2,072,754 remain yet to

Time was when amid general distrust of the 
Board of ‘rade reports of the daily movement of 
produce, the reports from the Stock-Yards were 
deemed to be unimpeachable. Now those fig- 
ures are changed in a way which would be 
romantic if it did not involve deptorable losses 
to many parties who have Operated on the 
strength of them in tbe full belief that they 


could no more be changed than the laws of the 
Medes and Persians. 
Two defaications on the part of traders in sin- 
gie car-loads of produce are reported to-day. 
These are the first of the season in this city, and 
we are not yet"up to the grade with New York im 
this respect. It is tobe hoped that these are the 
last as weil as the first; but itis really surpris- 
ing that there are so few cases of this sort in 
Chicago, with such a@ generous mode of doing 
business as prevails here. Scarcely one in a 
hundred of the checks given for gram and pro- 
visions when delivered are examined at the time, 
and @ great many deliveriés aré made without 
waiting for atheck. Yet we have had no case of 
cheat.ng with checks on no deposits for two 
years past till now. 
The rail movement of wheat from Milwaukee 
has begun. A lot of 100 car-ioads has peen con- 
tracted for to go to Philade!phia, and the greater 
part of it has already gone through this city. 
The leading produce markets were rather 
more active to-day. The movement ih wheat 
and provisions was downward, while most of the 
otner markets wero firm, though the shipments 
are small, and no arrangements in progress to 
increase them. ‘The trading was chiefly specula- 
tive. 
Dry goods wets firm and in reasonably active 
demand. Local arid country buyers seem to be 
taking hold on a somewhat more liberal scale, 
and some lises of standard cotton goods begin 
to show an upward tendency. In the grocery 
market there were few changes, and none call- 
ing for special mention, Coffees have a down- 
ward tendency, under a limited demand and in- 
creasing stocks, while stigars and 
most other lmes aré about steady.

The Board, asa Board, has no power to prevent a 
market from being cornered, The members, indivi du- 
ally, by adopting unity ef action n this matter, 
havé Ue power, The Board of e has no power to 
say how much or bow little cere a member shall 
buy. It has wot the power to say that hé shall buy a 
dollar’s worth, neither has it the power to say that he 
shall sella dollar’ 8 worth, either at some specified time 
or at no specified time, The Board has no power at ail 
in the matter. All the power the Bourd has is 
simply to establish fhé measure of damage be- 
tween its members, in cases of default upon con- 
tracts, It cam and shonid provde rules fo this end, 
tending to the breaking up of this class of trading ; 
but uniess the members, individually and unanimous- 
ly, decide to avail themselves of the provisions of these 
rules, in the manner I have suggested, all legislating 
upon "this subject by the Board is perfectly idle—a 
mere dead letter—and corners will flourish in the 
future as they have in the en 

If the members of the Board prefer te continue to 
submit the méeasure of damuge upon a defaulted con- 
tract to the dictation ;> the other party to the con- 
tract, rather than toa just, fair, and honorable ad- 
justment by disinterested Martion, under the rules of 
the Board, just 80 long elf corners continue to agitate 
the members of the Board, apd raise havoc with the 
trade. The way I have suggested is the only way in 
which corners can be ‘strangled, so long as short- 
selling upon the Board continues, and that short- 
selling will continue so long as Chicago remains 
the great and powerful grain and provision market 
which it now is there can be no question, the opinion 
of some purties, as to the naugbtiness of the practice, 
to the concrary notwithstanding. 

No fairer or more perfect rule can, I think, be dtawn 
up to meet the ¢ase—for the measurement and estab- 
lishment of damage upon defaulted contracts between 
members—than the above rule, It seems to cover the 
ground thoroughly and to provide for a full and 
just settlement. It embraces the same method 
fur arriving at damages sustained as that 
which is adopted y every court cf 
justice upon the face of the globe; and one would 
naturally think that this should be suilicient for the 
adjusting of trades between members upon the floor 
of our Board of Trade, Inno other country, and in 
no other place outside of Western Lbourds of rade is 
one party to a contract alone allowed to be the arviier 
in assessing damage upon a defaulted contract, and 
why should it beso upon our Board of Trade more 
than off of it? You will see that 1 assume that when a 
market is cornered, and members are unable to buy in 
property which they have sold to make good ther 
contracts, that they are virtwal/y obliged to defanit in 
their deliverics.

Two of the fra- 
ternity, emissaries, no doubt, to watch matters 
and report.—one a biack-haired, black-eyed, 
low-browed fellow, wearing a heavy black mous-

LAKE DISASTERS. 


Dangers Besetting Navigation at 
This Season, 


Loss of the Schooner Sanderson and 
All on Board. 


There are but few people living in a great city 
who have an adeguate idea of the dangers be- 
setting the sailors navigating the lakes at this 
season of the year. Who would think for a 
momeut, while sitting beside his warm stove in 
a comfortable room, that at the same time hun- 
dreds of human beings are out on the deep and 
treacherous waters of the lakes, struggling with 
the elements to save their frail craft from sbip- 
wreck and themselves from a watery grave ? 
Though the thermometer is below zero, and the 
fierce gale is splashing the waves over the decks 
of the vessel, still the brave toilers of the 
deep haye to remain on deck and look to the 
pumps and the rigging. ‘There are no warm 
stoves around which they can thaw out their 
stiffened limbs; they have .to remain at their 
post and work for their lives. And yet, after 
struggling for hours, their strength finallv gives 
way, the vessel fills with water, and down it 
goes to the bottom of the lake, and with it every 
human soul on board. In vain do the families 
of the victims wait for their return. In vain are 
their tears and their prayers. Buta short time 
elapses, and the fears entertained for the safety 
of the craft are confirmed by the announcement 
that the vessel has gone down with all bands, 
and no one saved to tell the tale of their sadend. 

About a year ago, when the Mollison went 
down with all on board, a cry ef horror was 
heard from all sides. That disaster was consid- 
ered extraordinary, because some one had always 
been saved totelithe tale. This season, how- 
ever, has been so prolific of such disasters that 
they begin to become acommon occurrence. It 
is hardly more than two months ago that the 
Wanderer was announced as missing. She lies 
at the bottom of the lake, and there will prob- 
ably remain forever. On the 6th of November 
the schooner Atienta left this city for Oswego, 
and the too has not been heard of since, 
and may safely be set down as foundered with 
all on board. A vessel, the name of which has 

not yet transpired, sunk with all on board about 
two weeks ago near Colchester. She wast first 
supposed to be the Telegraph, but that vessel 
reached the Welland Canal on Saturday. It was 
also intimated that it might be the scow Pearl, 
but it is not her either, for the wreck of the 
Pearl was driven ashore at Geneva, O., two or 
three days ago. This vessel revealed a sight 
which horrified even those used to such scenes. 
She was a complete wreck, and on 
board of her was found the body of a man 
supposed to be J. Graham, of bpd qe and the 
body of a boy aged 14, both eviden ly frozen to 
death, the remains being completely cevered 
with ice. That of the boy was found lashed to 
the rigging. Nothing was found on board to in- 
dicate where the scow was from or where she 
was bound. 

Yesterday the news of another of these lake 
horrors was received in this city. A letter to 
Mr. Otto Schoeneman, from Empire Bluff, foot 
of Lake Michigan, states that the wreck of the 
schooner William Sanderson came ashore at that 
point Nov. 26, with no light norsign on board. 
J he schooner left this city about the 

224 with a cargo of wheat for Oswego. There is 
hardly a doubt that her crew abandoned her 
during the storm, and found a grave at the 
bottom of Lake Michigan. Capt. Charles Brown 
was ber master, and he had with him a crew of six 
or seven sailors. The Sanderson was rated B 2, 
and was buili at Oswego in 1856. She received 
extensive repairs;duriug the winter of 1873-74. 
She was 337 tous burden, and hailed from De- 
troit. 

Strange to say, all the unfortunate crafts 
above described were what are styled * canal 
built,” aud nearly all of them belonged to Os- 
wego. This does certainly lock asif flat-bottoms 
were @ failure, and po other vessels of that 
style should hereafter be ailowed te float the 
lakes.

ALABAMA P ATRONS. 


Meeting of the ‘State Grange ef Alna- 
bamia--Address of the W. ™. 
Montcomery, Ala., Dec. 2.—The first annual 
session of the Alabama State Grange met yester- 
day, W. H. Chambers, W. M., presiding. Fifty 
county Granges out of sixty-five are represented 
by 100 delagates, and others are yet soming. 
Each county, with twelve delegates or less, sends 
one deiegate, and those with more sends two, 
Ali the State officers are present but one. 
address of Mr. Chambers was very e'aborate and 
able. He advised prompt action onthe consti- 
tutional amendments submitted by the Nationa) 
Grange ; opposed the plan of representation 
based on wumerica) strength, and advised 
the rejection of the amendment provid- 
ing therefor ; recommended that the 
Commitiee memorialize Congress on the sub- 
ject of the cotton tax, and the app ointment of 
anagentin Washington to represent the inter- 
esta of planters; recommended a memorial to 
the State Legislature for a geological survey of 
the State, witha view of an official promulga- 
tion of its advantages in minerals, that immigra- 
tion may be thereby induced, promising the co- 
operation of the State Grange in the work; 
reviewed what is known as the ‘“ deadfal!l” sys- 
tem—that is, email whisky shops established 
near large plantations, where the freedmen 
trade stolen produce for rum, to the ruin of 
themselves aud the planters, and reeommends 
that the Legislature be memorialized to put an 
end to such traffic; recommented a change ip 
the system of deputies, by substituting a county 
deputy, or general overseer of Granges, in each 
county, who shall represent the county in 
the State Grange, and act as delegate to its 
annual session; acknowledges the obliga- 
tions of the Grange to the national body for 
the relief furnished to sufferers last spring, 
and advised a suitable acknowledgment therefor. 
He also recommended the establishment of a 
Grange organ at some central point, to serve as 
a medium of communication between the officers 
aud the Order ; proposed the holding of & grand 
State fair next fall, under Graoge auspices, and 
suggested the propriety of attempting some ref- 
ormation of the abuses in the matter of chem- 
ical fertilizers, such as the erecuon of a home 
manufactory, under the supervision of resident 
chemists, supplied with cheaper and better 
articles. In conclusion he reviewed the agency 
and co-operative systems, and advised, as the 
best means of getting rid of middlemen in the 
provision business, that more attention be paid 
to raising supplies at home. Much of the aisap- 
pointment arising from the co-operative svetem, 
as practically operated, he traced to the imper- 
fect organization and the necessary friction in a 
matter so costed and so new. When South- 
ern farmers shill make their farme self-sustain- 
ing, there will be less eompiaint of

nies, all persons and classes of persons shall alike be 
required to pay the usual aud established fare, except 
as berinafter provided. 

First—That annual exchange tickets with other rail- 
roads may be issued to a Aimited extent, 

Second—T hat the issue of sunual exchange tickats 
shall be confined to general officers, including General 
and Assistant Superintendents, and to the regular sal- 
aried traveling agents, at the discretion of each com- 

ny, 

PT hird-—That contracts for the transportation of live- 
stock may inciude the passage of men actually in 
charge of stock and their return to places of ship- 
ment, 

Fourth~That the issue of 1,000-mile tickets in pay- 
ment of advertiseménts be confined to publishers re- 
siding upon the line of thetr respective roads, and 
shall not be transferable, but be issued im the name of 
the identical party te whom the ticket is given.

MAHER—FARWELL.'} 
REVIEW OF THE CAS£, 
The Maber-Farwell case, after having dragged its 
plow length along for over a year, and after having 
been made to do service in the elections, to help de- 
siroy Mr. Farwell, has at length been consigned to 
oblivion, by the decision of Judge Williams, published 
yesterday. Now Maher ebail pester Farwell no more, 
nor delight his own imagination any longer with 
dreams of a quiet old age, after a life of poker battles, 
in the mansion built from the proceeds of those 80 
acres, Barney Caulfield will not get a slice of the booty as 
a reward for bis legal accumen and forensic eloquence, 
that is if he were to be so rewarded, in any event of 
which fact there is no information su‘ticient to form 4 
belief. The Trusse!l heirs and others in possession 
will rest in peace. Farwell will go the even tenor of 
bis Way just as if Hugh Maher did not exist. 
The Msher-Farwell case is of 
A QUASI-PUBLIC CHARACTER. 
A short review of it here will not therefore be without 
its interest. It is not every day that a Representative 
in the United States Congress 16 sued for a gambling 
debt by a Hugh Maher. Sept. 12, 1873, Hugh Maher 
commenced a suit im chancery, alleging in 
his bill that in November, 1550 himeelf ana a Mr, 
Wonder contractea with Thomas B. King for the pur- 
cheso'ef the W. 4 of the S. W. 4 of Sec, 30, in Town- 
ship 39, north Range 13, east of the third principal 
oraiines in the sum of $5,100, to be paid im smail in- 
moe iets, ronning from’ thst time to Nov. 20, 1865, 
when the Jast payment, 3 large one, of $2,400, was to 
be paid, and the deed to be made to Maher and Won- 
dee. Prior to Dec, 12, 1860, Maher bought out Woa- 
der, and became alone entitied to the deed, when all 
the payments were made. Before this last-named 
date, howevet, Maber alleged that he owed Farwell a 
“DEBT OF HONOR” —_ ™ 
—thatis,a gambling debt won arwell from 
ot lg A ~ by fraudulent devices and contriv- 
ances.” For this debt, Maher saidihat Farwell heid 
bis promissory mote,amd that to secure said note 
Maber conveyed the land above described to Farwell 
in fee simpie; on condition, however,—so Maher 
claimed in bis bill,—-tuat Farwell shouid re onvey the 
land to him on payment of the ~ gainbiing ” deli, 
The bili alleged fuctber thai Farwell 
HELD THE DEED IN TRUST, 
and thst the ccrapiainant, Mauer, bad always sup- 
antil a few days previous to briagiug bis suit, 
that Farwell still held the titie to the 
lana, aud hed it m_ trust, Six years 
after, e alleges, he was anxious to pay 
Furwell: but that when he talked about redemption 
Farwell wanted $1,000 more then was his due, Afier 
this, Maber informed the Court, he did not go near 
Farwell op account of his exarbiiant demands; apd 
also because of ill-health, etc, He protested that he 
aia not intend to do injustice to Ferweil, and was 
So | ing to pay him the gambling devt he owed him, 
Farwell had, on Oct. 12, 1346, 

CONVEYED A PORTION OF THE LAND 
conveyed to him by Maher, equal to 6) acres, to 
Charies B. Pope, who conveyed to P. L, Eaton, George 
Baton, and the Trusselis; and George E. Eaton and 
Trussell conveyed to W. W. Perkins. Farwell also con- 
veyed 20 acres by warranty deed to Alexander White 
for $9,000. When last election came, Mr. Farwell, it 
wae thought, would wish the case postponed. His 
sclicttor, however, advised that it should be tried 
without delay, even in the midst of the election excite- 
ment.

When Mr. Farwell’s testimony was in, Maher’s so- 
ligilor applied to the Court for 

. LEAVE TO AMEND THE BILL 

to conform it to the statements of Mr. Farwell. The 
motion was not decided then, and Mr. Maher was 
called by Mr. Cauifield. Maher, in his testimony, 
claimed that the consideration of the deed was, as 
elieged in his bill, for a gambiing debt. In the course 
of Maher’s examination the ftoluowing question was 
put to him by his lawyer: “Now, I will ask you to 
ttate if at any time, during the year 1860, 
you lost money with Mr. Farwell, and put 
up your note as am evidence of indeotedness 
contracted at the card-table?” Here came 
the tug of war. Gen. Smith, Mr. Farweil’s attorney, 
objected. He said: “ The complainants have already 
called Mr. Farwell, and have shown by him that he 
peld no note of Mr. Maher, as alleged in the bill. 
Now, I submit that they cannot goon end contradict 
the testimony.” The objection was overruled and Mr, 
Maher allowed to contradict Farweil, who had been 
previously called as a witness in his favor. 

After Maher’s evidence contradicting Farwell’s wae 
in the question of amending the bill to make it corre- 
spond wiih Farwell’s evidence was again raised, The 
Court took the objections under advisement. The de- 
cision was roversed, day before yesterday, in favor of 
Mr. Farwell, 

‘This ia the end of the case, and it is understood, 
from conversation with competent attorneys, that 
Meher could obtain no rtlieaf even under the siate of 
facts alleged by his opponent.

THE MRS. DIX INQUEST. 
NO VERDICT. 

The Coroner’s jury investigating the causes and 
circumstances of the death of Mrs, ©, A. Dix, for 
which Dr. W. T. Akin is beid, resumed its session yes- 
terday morning at the Madison Street Station. Dr. 
Akin was present with counsel and a phonographic 
reporter, Dr. Akin’s wife and father aud several 
friends were also present during the day, 

The first witness examined was the husband of the 
deceased, Charies A. Dix. His testimony showed that 
Dr. Akin had been bis family physician, was a modest 
gentleman, and detailed the circumetances of his 
wife’s visit to Akin’s office as told by her, the sub- 
stance of which has already been published. There 
was nothing new whatever in his testimony. 

The next witness called was Julia Brown, the sister 
of the deceazed, She testified that she lived with the 
deceased, and that while sick she told her the history 
of the wnuole affair, Wuich diflered very macermliy irom 
the etaternents ot Mr. Dix. Tae witness was con- 
fident the deceased had never attempted an operation 
upon herself, for she was very fond of ciiidren; 
tuat she compiained to her of Dr. Akin’s brutality. 

‘he next witwess was Aunie Merrett, the servant- 
girl of the deceased. She said tae former wiiness did 
uot live in the family, and had not since she bad been 
there, but wasa frequent visitor. Her further teati- 
mony was to the effect that the deceased had attempt- 
ed to commit abortion im several ways, but without 
efiect, to her knowledge. Many of her details oi cir- 
cumstances and dates contradicted that of other wit- 
nesses examined, but not materially. 

Mrs. Elien Hayden, a neighbor of the deceased, 
testified to What sue had seen and Deurd wuaile attend- 
ing the deceased in her sickness, Lut nothing Lew was

“Jack ” STURGES, 

The hearing of the case of Sturges vs, The Board of 
Trade on the question of aissolving the injunction re- 
straining the Board from proceeding with the election 
was set for yesterday morning before Judge Will- 
iams.

sufficient to warrant an investigation, They wonder 
if the investigation was not prompted solely by one

“Deak Sip: The preamble and resolution of 
Nov. 4, a copy of which is herewith handed to your 
Committee, and the remarks made at the internew

SPRINGFIELD, Lil., Dec. 2.—The American As- 
sociation of Short-Horns which met here to-day 
originated in Indiana. In May, 1872, a Conven- 
tion of the breeders of short-horus in the State 
of Lodiana met at Indianapolis, and, after a most 
satisfactory interchange of views on the subject 
of breeding, it was decided to call 

A NATIONAL CONVENTION 
of short-horn breeders to meet in that city on 
the 27th day of November, 1872. The Conven- 
tion met in pursuance of the call, and abounded 
in such good results that a permanent organi- 
zation was agreed upon and effected by 
the election of Dr. A. C. Stevenson, of Indiana, 
as permavent President, with a iarge number of 
Vice-Presidents selected from the various States 
of the Union. B.H. Campbell, of Lilinois, was 
elected permanent Secretary. These officers 
were elected fortwo years, and their successors 
will be chosen at this Convention. The Uon- 
vention last year was held at Cincinnati, O., and 
was none the less successful than its prodeces- 
sors. The object of these annual meetings 
seems to be to hear and utilize 
THE EXPERIENCE OF BREEDERS, 

and it is believed in this way a more rapid ad- 
vance can be made in the improvement of our 
stock. This Association has a membership of 
250 out of 1,600 breeders known and reported to 
be in the United States. It is rapidly increasing 
its membership. 

The Convention met here to-day at 10 o’clock 
inthe Hall of the House of Representatives, 


and was called to order by the President, who, 
upoo taking the chair, addressed the Convention 


as follows : 
THE ADDEESS. 

GENTLEMEN : With these surroundings, with such 
imepirations, you meet to-day to consider a great in- 
terest, not only to yourselves, but of the greatest 
national importance, Food is the first demand of 
nature. Tosuppiy a good, nutritious article is the 
object of cattle-rmsing. Tois great interest of pro- 
ducing the best beef and niik, butter, and cheese is 
the one in view. Our objects are real and substantial. 
The rearing of short-horns is no fancy work, intended 
for show or a profitiess display. No chariatan 
will find this aD agrevable association. 
Apd should the work of charlatanism be 
found developing itself among our  0obreeders 
it will be sure to find an exposition here. The great 
object that we propose is to increase the quantity of 
beef and milk, irst, by increasing the number of 
cattle ; and, second, by increasing their size and qual- 
ity for beef and milk. The number of our cattle may 
be many times doubled by occupying the limitless 
prairie immediately west of us, reaching to the Pacific 
Coast. A vast amount of worn lands eastand south 
would be profitabiy changed from tillage to pas- 
turage, with great benefit to the land and profit 
to the owners, The increase of our cattle is greatly 
retarded by the annual slaughtering of cows and 
heifers, and should be discouraged. Upon the 
authority of the Patent-Office report, the number of 
calves dropped to the lst of June was 1 per cent above 
last year, as follows: ‘“‘ Returns from alj the States 
of the number of calves dropped in death, an average 
increase over last yearof 1 per cent. The largest in- 
crease (9 per cent) is in Nebraska; South Carolina, 
8; Texas, 7; Wisconsin and Minnesota, 6; 
Iowa and Virginia, 5; Maine, 3; Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, and Louisiana, 2; Vermont, North Carolina, 
Flori Mississippi, West Virginia, Oregon, 1 per 
cent. nois averages the same as last year, and In- 
diana 2 per cent less.” The quantity of beef may be 
greatly increased by increasing the size of the cattle. 
Lhe substitution of short-horns would greatly increase 
the quantity by increasing the size over those of 
common or scrub cattle. Two years ago I pur. 
chased 1€0 calves, They were of ail grades 
from scrubs to high grades. At the same time I had 
a few refuse thoroughbred calves that were not such as 
I desired to keep as breeders, and consequently turned 
them out and wintered them with the lot I had pur- 
chased, They were so kept until a few weeks since 
(all together), when fifty-ope choice steers were select- 
ed and sold. Two thoroughbred short-horns were in- 
cluded, The lot averaged 1,370 pounds, The short- 
horns were again weighed, to see how they 
compared, One weighed 1,570 and the other 


One of the ecrubs was then reweighed and made 1,150 
ounds, or about 28 per cent less than the short-norns, 
‘his lot were all J-year-old steers, and hadthe same 

fare from calves, I can make much better showings 
than this from my own reming. The purchaser of 
these cattle, Mr. A. Y. Bryan, placed the value of the 
short-horns at $1.50 above the value of these 
common steers, which at least would be 
30 per cent, Now, 30 per cent im value and 
28 per cent in size would make 58 per cent in favor of 
the short-horns, This advantage is due entirely to the 
superiority of the short-horns as a breed, their keep 
being the same from caives, And this is not quite ail; 
for a part of the scrubs are yet unsold, not being fit 
for market.- Of the milking qualities of short- 
horns, we may reasonably hope for a good ex- 
position by this Association. The magnitude of 
the cattle interest of the United States is quite 
large, with a rapidly increasing consumption, The 
demand is likely to imerease rapidly, No flesn 
is so generally relished as good beef, No articles of 
food are more in demand than milk, butter, and 
cheese. Of all the domestic animals, the cow is the 
first. What lady can feel at ease at the head of her 
table without a good plate of butter? Milk is indis- 
pensable in childhood. What a convenient luxury 
cheese is,—always ready for the table without cooking. 
Thereis no waste inthe bullock, We eat his flesh: his 
hide protects our feet; his horns make numerous or- 
namental and useful articles; bis bones are a good 
substitute for ivory in various manufactures; his hair 
is — in the construction of buildings ; aud, 
finally, his refuse, whatever it may be, is used in tertii- 
izing our soils, 

We have no means of ascertaining the number of 
short-horns in the United States or Canada; nor have 
we the means of ascertaining the number of neat cat- 
tle in Her Majesty’s Dominion. The number of neat 
cattle in the United States at the last census was: 
Beeves and store cattle, 13,566,005; milch cows, 
8,935,332; work oxen, 1,319,271. Of this number, 
Texas is credited with the largest number—2,933,588, 
and Iilinois next—1,055,499. This number is largely 
increased at this date. We have no means of ascer- 
taining the nuinber of beeves slaughtered annually, 
The number of beeves and store cattle are ail 
slaughtered probably in four years, which would be 
8,391,338 annually. A part of the store cattle 
will, doubtless, be added to the number of 
milch cows sennually, but it is probdabie 
as many milch cows wil) be slaughtered, which will not 
materially affect onr caleniation, The value of beeves 
per bead in New York in 1872 was estimated at about 
#75. Now, to put the 3,501,338 at $10 less, end we have 
for the yearly slaughter of beeves, $220,437,970. Now, 
we ho'd that 50 per cent may be added by tae substitu- 
tion of short-horne for the cattie that are now sold for 
beeves, viz. : $110,218,985. In other words, it would be 
equal to adding ba'f the number of cattle to the 
amount now on hand, Every farmer or cattie- 
raiser who will substitute | shoit-horns for 
common cattle, or some hfwh grades, wiil 
certainly realize 50 per cent in value over whut he was 
receiving for common cattle, which is well worth the 
consideration of every farmer, and for the truth of 
this statement we will refer him to any shipper, feed- 
er, or butcher, 

I may congratulate you, gentlemen, on what you 
have accomp.ished, and also on the prospect-of what 
you have a prospect of accomplishing in the 
futnre, Combined effort has ever been 
the most successful mode of accomplishing ends, We 
have the most flattering prospects of a great good being 
accomplished, ‘The fieid beiore you isa large one,— 
the breeding, raising, summer and winter care of 
cattle, food, and the best mode of preparation. These 
subjects, with many others, are worthy the considers- 
tion of breeders gencrally. You will pardon me, 
gentlemen, for detaining you so long, and I con- 
citide by remiading you that the country is looking to 
you for important truths upon the subject of cattle- 
breeding, knowing that this Association is composed 
of breeders, not oniy of the United States, but aiso of 
many of the most eminent breeders of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria’s Dominions in North America, 

Your usual reports bave already greatly awakened 
public attention. This is manifest in the increased 
demands and increased prices paid for short-horns, 
The demand is still increasing, and should continue 
until our 28,820,600 cattle are all short-horns, or some 
other breed equally good. It is quite a large work to 
change our present stock of cattle to high grader, and 
this should be accomplished as speedily as possible. 
The number of miich cows being 8,935, and sup- 
posing them ail common cattle, it would require (fifty 
cows to the bull) 174,706 short-horn bulls to bring 
them up to the grades. From this it may be seen that 
there is little danger of an oversupply of short-horna, 

We are now ready to proceed to the business of the 
Convention,

SUBJECT OF BREEDING. 
They were similar in character and argument, 
and I select Mr. Duncan’s as covering all the 
poings : 

a MR. DUNCAN'S ESSAY, 

He turned bis back upon fine-spun theories and 
their discussion, confining his remarks entirely to the 
resuite of his own practical observations. The lead- 
ing principle of his argument was the law of nature, 
like produces like, and that, to secure healthy, robust, 
vigorous, active, and “ growiby ” calves, it was neces- 
sary to keep their progenitors in the same condition up 
to the time of breeding. All our improved varieties 
of vegetables, the improved breeds of domestic ani- 
mule ail over the country, even the Anglo-Saxon as 
teen to-day,—all were the resu.:t of care:ul cuiture, 
and just as the vegetable required constant cultivation 
irom the germ to maturity, so the short-horn or any 
Qther domestic animal musi be cultivated from iis 
birth to the time at which it becomes a producer. 

Ic order to attain this condition the anima) should 
have such an amount of nutritious food as nature re- 
quired, should spend at least balf of its life in the 
open air, with the privilege of exercising as much as 
it wished up to the period of maturity. After that a 
change of food should be made in order to prevent the 
production of too much flesh or fat. This he thought 
desirable, rather than a reduction in the amount, in 
order to keep the animal at a certain point. The food 
should be more nutritious in winter than in summer, 
acd more nutritious for the nursing than the dry 
cow. After the birth of the first calf, which 
should oceur when the heifer is 30 months 
old, she should be coupled with the male again in 
from sixty to nineiy days, and not sooner, so that she 
may produce the second calf just a year after the first, 
and so On through her entired reeding period. Nine 
months in twelve was a8 long as any cow should give 
milk. In cuse the animal became too fat, exercise and 
not starvation should be used to reduce her, Starva- 
tion and lack of exercise impaired the constitution 
and shortened life; labor, with sufficient food, in- 
creased musc.e, hardened boae, and invigorated the 
system, 

Male animels designed for breeders should be kert 
as much as possible in an open lot, and not in the 
etable op box stall; should be kept in only in very bad 
weather,and then only during the prevalence of a storm, 
Exercise in the open air was conducive of strength, 
while lying on the ground had a tendency to keep the 
system cool, which was necessary when an animal 
was living upon stimulating food. The male animal 
should aiways beimproving rather than declining, 
and render but oue good service, and never more than 
two, in one day, 

The introduction of short-horns into this country 
had been of almost measureless service in the improve- 
ment of beef as an articie of human food. 10 make 
two blades of grass grow where one grew before was a 
graud achievement, but to make grow five pounds of 
beet where three grew before, to improve its quality 
and produce it iniess time, was a much grander 
achievement, because it entered into the health- 
ful food of man so immediately. Waile the 
work of the short-horn breeder was too 
greai at present to be estimated, it was plain that it 
materially affected the inverests of the next generation. 
lt was therefore highly important that the vest means 
of improving the berd shouid be the object of the 
breeder, In other words, calves were of more value 
than premiume, and should be the object desired by 
every breeder if it necessitated the withdrawal of every 
Short-Horn from the show-ring. The desire for a 
premium caused breeders to overdo the matter of 
feeding for the sake of appearance in the show- 
ring, to the detriment of the animal for breed- 
ing purgoses. There was much more flost by 
the present mode of preparation for the show-ring 
than allthe premiums amounted to. In conclusion, 
the speaker cited some twenty of the most célebrated 
families in the world which had never made any ap- 

: in the show-ring, having neVer been prepared 
for mere premium purposes, They were kept in a 
condition which would not strike judges of cattle- 
shows, but would transmit thefr highest and best «juali- 
ties so their progeny. If premiums could not be 
awarded epon the basis of the best breeding condi- 
tion, they were calculated to do more harm than good 
to the stock, 

The greater portion of 

THE AFTERNOON WAS CONSUMED 
in the discussion of the question as to whether 
the first impregnation of the dam exerted an in- 
fluence upon her subsequent progeny by differ- 
ent sires. Many interesting instances were given 
when such apn iofluence bas been exerted. Fe- 
males of one breed a. been first impreg- 
nated by males of another breed, produced off- 
spring sired by pure males of their own breed, 
resembling, pevertheless, the animal of the other 
breed by which she had been first impreg- 
nated. The fact was accounted for by some 
on the ground that it was due to absorption from 
the first foetus, while others claimed it was due 
entirely to imaginative influences. Actual ex- 
periences were offered by the champions of both 
views, and 
NO SATISFACTORY CONCLUSION 

seemed to be reached. It was evident, however, 
that these gentlemen had given the subject 
much thought, independent of their actual ob- 
servations. Ait the conclusion of the discussion 
the Convention adjourned till 7 this evening.

THE DEATH OF MAYOR HAVEMEYER. 
From the New York Evening Post, Now. 30. 

Mayor Havemeyer died at precisely a quarter 
past 12 o’clock this afternoon, of apoplexy. 

The Mayor went to Flushing yesterday after- 
noon, and spent last night at the residence of 
his old friend, Oliver Charlick, who has been 
lying ill for some time. The train on which be 
was coming to New York this morning broke 
down about a mile anda haif from the ferry, 
and probably the exercise of walking against a 
strong cold wind to a heavy and full-blooded 
man like the Mayor had much to do in briaging 
on the attack which resulted in death. 

He arrived at bis office at twenty minutes to 
12 o'clock, and said he was suffering from pain 
in the bowels as from wind colic. A glass of 
brandy was procured and he drank it, and it re- 
lieved him somewhat. 

After reviving from the first attack, Ald. Mor- 
ris wauted to send for a doctor, and the Mayor 
replied; ‘No; I am now as well as ever I was. 
1 will be all right when I get warm.” He then 
sat down to cpen and read his correspondence, 
and Ald. biorms and the others went out into the 
outside office. He had opened ouly one letter, 
which was from ©. 8. Wing, of Nortuport, L. L, 
and contained a check for $10 for the sufferers 
by the ‘luecumbia, Ala., tornado, when he rose 
from bis chair to walk across the floor. He fell 
in che centre of the room. ‘The nome startied 
the parties in the outside office, and Mr. Wenaeil, 
Chief Cierk, Mr. Benneville, the private Secre- 
tary, Aid. Morris, Mr. Halloran, the doorkeeper 
in the Mayor's office, aud Messrs. Jobn F. Bar- 
rett and I’. 8. Cassidy rusaoed in and lifted np the 
Mayor, and carried him to a louoge in the inner 
private office. 

Ald. Morris and Halloran commenced to rub 
bis hands, while Messrs. Caesidy and Barrett 
pulled off bis boots and began vigorously to rub 
his feet. Mr. Benneville burried to the Park 
flospital, aud soon returved with Dr. Wenger. 
In the meantime a bianket and beavy coverlet 
were procured from Mr. Sutton, keeper of the 
City-tall, and thrown over the heaving and con- 
vulsed form of the dying Mayor, while the rub- 
bing of the bands and feet were vigorously kept 
up. Dr. V.cager made e hasty examination, and 
hurriedly wrote out a ‘prescnption which he dia- 
patched with a r who, however, had 
not more than reached the outer-door of tne 
City-Hali when the city’s Chief Magistrate was 
dead. The doctor states that be died of an ap- 
oplectic seizure.
